A movement ts under way to build a 
new Wesley Memcrial hospital. The 
present quarters, at the corner of Ivy 
and Auburn, have entirely outgrown 
the demand, fully vindicating the 
judgment of Asa G. Candle when he 
backed the establishment of this great 
institution several years ALO. 

This hospital has proved to be one of 
the most successful in the city and it is 
in constant demand not only for use 
for city patients but for those coming 
from every part of the state. It is 
entirely non-sectarian and its doors 
are open to all worthy patients re- 
gardiess of denominations. 

Asa G. Candler now comes forward 
with a proposition that for every dol- 
lar raised to erect a new building, by 
which the Weslgy Memoria! hospital 
Vill be made the most complete in the 
south, he will give three dollars. 

He has notified the ways and means 
committes of the hospital, and they are 
n@w at work to raise a fund of $50,000. 
if they succeed in getting that much 
Mr, Candler will give $150,000, creating 
a building fund of $200,000. 

Mr. Candler, however, with his cus- 
‘omary liberality, does not restrict his 
rareé-to-one donation to any amount, 
‘arge or small, that may be raised as 
the initial fund. He has notified the 
committee in charge of the movement 
that Just as often as they make de- 
posits {n amounts of $100 he will at the 
Same time cover these deposits in the 
proportion of three to one. 

“And I want it understood,” says 

Mr. Candler, “that these deposits are 
not to be put in my bank, for I wish 
to entirely disassociate myself with 
the use of this money in any way. I 
want the committee to feel at liberty 
to make their deposits, as raised, in 
any bank in the city, and upon notice 
of deposit of each hundred dollars I 
will add three hundred. I believe the 
Wesley Memorial hospital has an- 
swered a noble purpose and I am de- 
lighted at the opportunity to help make 
it the greatest institution of its kind 
in the south.” 


Progress of the Movement. 

Mrs. Warren A. Candler, wife of 
Bishop Candler and a member of the 
ways and means committee undertak- 
ing to raise the tftnitial fund, upon be- 
ing asked yesterday by The Constitu- 
tion for a statement regarding the 
progress of the movement, caida: 

“The ways and means committee of 
Wesley Memorial hospital have under- 
taken a movement to devise a way for 
raising $50,000 to begin building a new 
hospital. Mrs. Henry H. Tucker has 
been appointed chairman and with such 
a leader it will not be long until there 
is a magnificent, up-to-date hospital in 
the place of the old one, which with 
all its hindrances has done so much 
good in rtlieving suffering, and saving 
life. In the seven years this hospita! 
has been running, over six thousand 
patients have been treated and over 
$50,000 given away in charity work. 

“But the present building can ac- 
commodate only 42 patients at a time 
and there are hundreds turned away 
each month. Georgia Methodists must 
have a new and better building in or- 
der to meet the constantly Itncreasing 
demands of a great and growing city. 
All our people are not poor or etingy, 
and we believe the pursestrings of 
Georgia Methodists wtll open and that 
s00n we will have the full amount. 
For every dollar we put tn the bank 
Mr. A. G. Candler, Sr., will put in 
three, and on the first day of Octcber 
Mrs. George Winship will deposit $100 
of the amount which she subscribed, 
and Mr. Candler will then deposit $300. 

“So on that day our nest egg will be 
$400. We want every Methodist to 
send his name and amount promised 
to be paid any time In the next vear 
to Mrs. John A. Miller, Atlanta, Ga, 
care of the Third National bank. 

“Some may say, ‘Why dcesn’t Mr. 
Candler build it himself? We do not 
want him to do so. We want a share 
in that hospital ourselves and he has 
made us as liberal an offer as we want. 
There has beenp $1,400.90 already sub- 
scribed by a few women. 

“The ways and means committee is 
composed of Mrs. Henry H. Tucker, 
chairman, Mrs. W. R. Prescott. secre- 
tary, Mrs.-John A. Miller, treasuerer 
Mrs. R. P. Milam, Mrs. orge 
Thompson, Mrs. W. A. Candler.

Governor Slaton commuted | 
the death sentence of Dr. W. J. Mc-; 
Naughton to life imprisonment in the | 
penitentiary. j 

Thus was settied. for the itncumb- 
ency in office of Governcr Slaton, at! 
least, one of the most widely known: 
and hardest fought murder cases in the} 
recent annals of the state. It was gen- | 
erally understood here that the govern- 
or, after a careful study of the record | 
and after an exhaustive public hearing 
of the case, had reached a very deeply 
set conviction as to the man’s guilt. 


On Side of Mercy. 


The only uncertainty was whether he! 
would allow the condemned man to; 
hang or whether he would give him the) 
benefit of the doubt, discretionary with 
trial judges in cases based on circum- 
stantial evidencea, and commute his 
sentence. After due deliberation, the 
governor has given the side of mercy 
the advantage and saved the con- 
denf&ed man’s life. He was to have. 
been hanged next Friday, October 3. | 

Fred Flanders, the man.whose life 
McNaughton was convicted of taking, 
died on June 4, 1910. He was living 
at the time in the house of the defend- 
ant in Covena, Emanuel county, under 
an arrangement whereby the defend- 
ant furnished the house for the de- 
ceased and his wife, and they in turn 
furnished him lodging and meals. 

The governors written opinion ac- 
companying his decision covers twenty- 
three typewritten pages and is an ex- 
haustive review of the case in all of its 
phases from the decease of the alleged 
victim through the trial in Emanuel 
superivr court, the action by the su- 
preme court, which twice rendered an 
opinion unfavorable to the defendant, 
down to the fight to secure executive 
clemency culminating .in a recommen- 
dation for pardon by a majority of the 
prison commission. 

Governor's Conclusions. 


He dwells particularly on the evt- 
dence adduced in the case of arsenio 
pyvison and the conflicting opinions of 
the physicians as to the characteristic 
symptoms of said poison. He ex- 
presses his conclusions in the following 
language: 

“T believe the evidence shows the 
guilt of Dr. McNaughton. Yet, the ex- 
pert testimony offered since the trial 
by physicians of high standing im- 
presses the fallibility of human judg- 
ment. Careless remarks made by de- 
ceased are quoted as significant of 
other causes for his death. Possibly 
the pills for his liver bought by de- 
ceased from the country store were im- 
pure. When defendant's lawvers told 
defendant that if he would admit giv- 


an order 


ing arsenic for malarial fever, he 
wduld be acquitted, the defendant de- 
nied it, saying he had never adminis- 
tered arsenic and the sheriff swears to 
over-hearing this conversation un- 
known to each of the parties. 

Court Would Have Done so Now. 

“after a full consideration of this 
case from every aspect, after search for 
truth from every available scurce, I 
helieve it my duty to do what the judge 
and jury would likely have done in 
the light of the facts now before me. 
While I believe the evidence strong, 
vet it is purely circumstantial. One 
justice of the supreme court dissented 
because of the insufficiency of the evi- 
dence. The entire prison commission 
recommend clemency, I believe it to 
be my duty to ocoemmute the sentence 
of death, to life imprisonment, and it 
is so ordered.” 

In the course of his written opinion 
upon the McNaughton case, Governor 
Slaton has some general remarks on 
the duties of governors in such cases, 
which will be interesting in view of 
the light which they throw on the ac- 
tfon he may be expected to take in 
future cases of that nature. One 
thing is pretty certain and that is that 
the present governor will not be

| Weather Prophecy 
UNSETTLED. 


Under the law. as !t will be signed 
by President Wilson next week, every 
large company employing labor will 
be compelled to report 
sajaries it paye in excess of the $3,000 
figures, and will pay the taxes for 
its er:ployees and deduct the tax from 
their pay envelopes. 

This “paymént at the source” will 
apply to salaries, rents, interest roy- 

ties, partnershtp profits and some 
other sources of income, and persons 
receiving such incomes must be pre- 
pared to show that the money has 
paid its tex at its source. 


Figuring Net Income. 

In figuring up his net income for 
the taxpayer, the American business 
man, after deducting $3,000 for him- 
self, or $4,000 if married will have the 
right to ciaim the following additional 
exemptions: 

Necessaty expenses of carrying on 
business, not including personal living 
or family expenses. 

Interest paid out on indebtedness. 

National, state, county, school or 
municipal taxes paid within the year. 

Trade losses or storm or fire losses 
not covered by tnsurance. 

Worthless debts charged off during 
the year. * 

A reasonable allowance for the de- 
preciation of property. 

Dividends from companies whose in- 
come has already been taxed. 

Interest from state, municipal 
government bonds. 

It is a clear provision of the law, 
however, that the taxable person must 
make a return to the internal revenue 
collector for his “entire net income” 
and exemptions claimed under the law 
must be submitted to the federal] offi- 
cers for them to determine upon their 
reasonableness or legality. 

Amount of Income Tax. 

The amount of the income tax as 
finally agreed as follows: .

Mexico City, September 27.—General 
Porfirio Diaz, ex-president of Mexico, 
has been summoned by the war depart- 
ment to return to Mextco for active 
army service. 

A cablegram sent to General Diaz to- 
day brought a non-committal reply 
from the ex-president, asking the war 
minister to await the arrival of a let- 
ter whioh he would dispatch him. 

General Porfirio Diaz is now at Biar- 
ritz, France. It is recognized here that 
General Diaz is too old to render ser- 
vice, except possibly in an advisory Ca- 
pacity, and it is assumed that such 
will be expected of him. 

The last words of General Diaz, when 
he lett Mexico, were to the effect that 
he would return only if the country 
needed .iis services in the event of a 
foreign invasion. 

No intimation is given as to the rea< 
son prompting his recall. His resigna- 
tion from the army was accepted by 
President Madero.

(Albert Schinz in October Lippincott’s.) 
European critics agreed long ago that Poe 
and Whitman were the most original amon 
the great American writers. But Poe ha 
been so far a special favorite in France, 
because he was also more accessible, owing 
to the remarkable translation of his works 
by Baudelaire; while Whitman, owing to a 
translation by Schaehelitz, in Zurich (1889), 
was more famillar to the Germans. It has 
been claimed that Whitman’s type of mind 
not be understood by the French. 
Bazalgette’s book proves the contrary: and 
any one who has the slightest knowledge 
of what has been produced in French litera- 
ture in the second half of the nineteenth 
century ought to have suspected the truth 
long ago.

FIGHT 10 CONTROL 
ALDERMANIC BOARD 


Mayor James G. Woodward 
Uses Every Effort to Name 
His Supporters at Election 


Tuesday. 


War on Atlanta’s police policy— 
whether there shal] be a “tight” town 
as now, or a more liberal rule—and a 
fight for the control of the aldermanic 
board by Mayor James G. Woodward, 
loom up as the paramount issues in 
the aldermanic elections, next Tuesday. 

Mayor Woodward's victory in the 
charter contest made !t perfectly clear 
to opponents of his administration 
policies that his influence must be 
reckoned with, and to his supporters 
it was demonstrated that there ig no 
better time than the present of get- 
ting control of the upper branch of the 
general council. 

Five aldermanic places are to be 
filled’ in January, 1913. In the second 
ward C. H. Kelly will be elected with- 
out opposition, and Jesse Armistead 
will be returned as alderman from the 
seventh. Kelly, while not opposed to 
Mayor Woodward on some questions, 
is not in sympathy with the mayor’s 
“liberal” policy. Armistead is under- 
stood to be very liberal in his views, 
Particularly on a liberal Sunday law. 


Fight for Aldermanic Board. 


Out of the haze of the perplexing 

political situation, it was clearly seen 
Saturday that Mayor Woodward is con- 
centrating his fight in the aldermanic 
contests. He is seeking the election 
of W. A. Hancock, from the eighth 
ward; R. R. McDonald, in the third, 
and Amos Braselton, in the fourth. 
Alderman J. H. Harwell retains his 
Seat until January 1916. He has sup- 
ported Mayor Woodward in all his 
policies, and while his own policy is 
liberal he is not a radical. 
With five members—Harwell, Hancock, 
Hraselton, Armistead and McDonald—. 
on the aldermanic board, the mayor 
can wield a whip hand over council. 

However, the fight must be won. 
Alderman James E. Warren is con- 
ducting a strenuous cuntest in the 
third. Warren “broke” with Mayor 
Woodward on the crematory contract, 
the mayor charging that Warren 
promised his aid in tighting the con- 
tract in consideration of the mayor 
throwing his support to Warren's can- 
didacy for mayor pro tem against Al- 
derman James R. Nutting, last year. 
John 8S. Owens, of the Candler bank, 
is opposing Hancock and Albert 
Thomson, former councilman, is mak- 
ing the race against Amos Braselton. 

ayor Woodward was urged to get 
out a full “opposition” ticket. He re- 
fused because he believed it futile to 
stir up any more opposition than was 
necessary. Now, since the defeat of 
council’s charter, the mayor is sorry 
that he did pot ask the people to elect 
a council favorable to his economy 
policies.

A rumor that a boom for Colonel 
Roosevelt for governor would be 
launched at today’s conference was 
denied this morning. 

In an address before the committee, 
Colonel Roosevelt declared that in the 
election in New York state this fall 
the “dominant concern of the people 
should be to prevent Tammany from 
obtaining complete control of the state” 
and that “to this the lesser issues must 
give way.” He argued that the “pre- 
dicament in which the state finds its 
public affairs is due to the failure of 
the people to elect last fall a governor 
and legislature pledged tev the carrying 
out of progressive~policies. 

In voting against Tammany candi- 
dates however, Colonel Roosevelt 
urge the voters to support the pro- 
gressive party candidates to the end 
that they might “defeat Tammany 
without enthroning the Barnes repub- 
lican machine in its place.” 

“This year,’ the colcmel said, “there 
are four matters of supreme political 
importance for decision before the peo- 
ple of this commonwealth. The first, 
the election of an assembly, stands by 
itself.

In these days when the strain of modern competition and 
high-speed mental work keeps one’s heart constantly working 
at high pressure (theréby tending to produce premature wear- 
ing out) anything which can possibly add to the work thrown 
on the heart ought to be strenuously avoided.

The essential difference between the 
two plans {fs that the Clarke amendment 
would impose a tax of 50 cents a bale 
On all future trades where the actual 
cotton is not delivered, while the Smith- 
Lever plan would require cotton con- 
tracts to specify government grades 
and would establish a definite method 
of inforcing the delivery of merchan- 
table cotton at fair market prices. 

Smith-Lever Compromise. 

The Smith-Lever compromise retains 
the tax of one-tenth of one cent per 
pound on all purely speculative cotton 
trading. This tax, however, would be 
reduced to the nominal sum of 50 cents 
for what is known as a “contract” 
embracing 100 bales of 6500 pounds 
each, in case the contract specifies cer- 
tain provisions that make it conform 
rigidly to the government’s standard 
of cotton grading. 

The so-called contract would specify 
the number of bales of cotton involv- 


| ed in the contract, the price per pound 


of middling cotton as the basis grade 
at which the cotton is contracted to be 
bought, or sold, the date of the pur- 
chase or sale and the month in hich 
the contract is to be fulfilled or set- 
tled. 

The contract also must provide that 
the cotton mentioned in the contract 
shall be within the grade limit fixed 
by the secretary of agriculture, which 
is “within the limit middling fair and 
good ordinary, inclusive, on the pres- 
ently existing government standard 
and no other grade or grades,’ and the 
contract must further provide “that in 
settlement of such contract by the 
actual delivery of the cotton jnvolved 
therein, where cotton other than the 
basis grade is delivered, the difference 
above or below the contract price 
which the receiver shall pay for such 
grades shall be determined as herein- 
after provided. 


To Determine Difference. 


This difference is to be determined 
according to the further provisions of 
the amendment of the actual “commer- 
cial difference in value” of the differ- 
ent grades of cotton established by 
bona fide sales of “spot cotton of the 
same grades,’ made in actual trade 
upon the sixth business day prior to 
the settlement of the contract in tne 
market where the future transaction 
took place, or is consummated. 

If there is no spot cotton market at 
that point, the prevailing price is to 
be established by securing the gen- 
eral average in five other spot cotton 
markets, and these markets are re- 
stricted to places that shall be desig- 
nated as bona fide markets by the sec- 
retary of agriculture. 

Representative Underwood sald to- 
day that when the tariff conference 
report is taken up in the house Mon- 
day or Tuesday he will offer the Smith- 
Lever cotton futures tax plan as an 
amendment. Senator Simmons later 
said he did not expect the senate to 
change its attitude, or to accept the 
comprom.se, in which case the entire 
futures tax probably would be dropped 
out. 

Senator Clarke, of ArKansas, was en- 
gaged today in seeking support for his 
amendment and in marshaling forces 
against the compromise plan.

Select Seed Corn in the Field. 


Every year we have complaints 
from buyers of seed corn that 
did not get a good quality of seed, 
The sellers of seeds are as honest as 
any other class of business men, Dut 
as a general rule, seeds do best when 
planted under the same soll and cli- 
matic conditions in which they were 
grown. This is particularly true’ oi 
corn, but if a man does not select his 
seed every year from the field he had 
better buy from some one who does, 
He should buy as near heme as pos- 
sible and should in no case go far 
north or south for his seed; but there 
are honest sellers of seed corn from 
whom he can get better seed, provid- 
ed he ts willing to pay for it, than he 
is likelv to pick from his own crib in 
the spring. It costs considerable, 
however, to select corn in the 
field, compared with crib selection, 
and the fact that buyers will not pay 
for this extra labor is largely respon- 
sible for the pocr crib-selected seed 
so largely sold. 

If, however, a man has 
riety of corn and will 
ble to inform himself how to select 
seed corn, and then do it carefully, 
he igs much more likely to obtain goc~e 
seed than he is to wait until it is 
wanted for pianting and then buy 
such seed as tis generally sold. If 
you have not a satisfactory variety 
and your neighbor fas, it {is a good 
plan ,to make an arrangement with 
that neighbor to allow you to select 
your seed from his field.—Progressive 
Farmer

Interesting Crop Figures. 


‘From The Farm and Fireside.) 

If our farmers can make anything 
with an average wheat yield of 13 
bushels, what might they not make 
with 26, the same as some of our 
foreign countries? 

From wheat we turn to oats. While 
our yield per acre is 29 bushels, that 
of Germany is over 50; Austria's is 
practically better; France comes with 
31.6 Winchester bushels, and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom with 14. Our barley yield 
of 25.8 bushels {s not so bad itn com- 
parison with the foreign nations, for 
Russia’s is 14.3; Germany’s, 35.3; Aus- 
tria’s, 26.3; Hungary's, 23.4; France’s, 
23.6; United Kingdom’s, 365. 

Rye finds the United States with an 
average yield of 16 bushels; Russia, 
11.46; Germany, 25.6; Austria, 19; 
Hungary, 17.6; France, 17; Ireland, 
37.6. 

In potatoes the United States takes 
the lowest average of any country. If 
our irrigation states’ record average 
of 119 bushels were matintained 
throughout the country, it would not 
be so bad, and then it. would be low 
in comparison with foreign countries. 
But our average drops down to 84 
bushels, while Russia has 100; Ger- 
many, 200; Austria, 151; Hungary, 
118.7; France, 138.8; United Kingdom, 
193.8. Big yields of potatoes are very 
common in some of those old countries.

To the 
uninitiated andto Websterian scholars 
this defines the word football. 

In its inception the sport football 
was primarily intended to be govern. 
ed by the above definition. It has 
branched out since in a larger and 
broader scope, other variety of play 
being incorporated, but it still retains 
its original name—football. 

Briefly, the entire plan of attack of 
the 1913 Georgia Tech football team 
is—to kick. ; 

Any one not well versed in the 
game would, at a casual glance, come 
to the conclusion that as the primary, 
the first rudiments of the game was 
to kick, that the local eleven was 


retrograding. 

But let us specialize. By so doing 
we will in this story, which purports 
to be an “inside” treatise on the Tech 
team, keep pace with what the Jack- 
ets will do all season—specialize. 

Good Punter an Asset. 


A good punter is a valuable asset or 
any football team. A good goal kicker 
is more so. A player who can register 
field goals consistently is a source of 
strength no coach can afford to over- 
look-—of worry to all opponents 

Jim Thorpe’s prowess as a goal 
kicker made the Carlisle Indians at 
least 50 per cent stronger last season. 
Brickley’s mighty toe was an immense 
help to Harvard. Pumpelly’s accuracy 
in booting saved Yale in her game 
with Princeton, and other innumerable 
instances might be mentioned. 

The system of attack of the Tech 
Yellow Jackets in the coming season 
has been completely clanged by the 
possession of not only reliable, but 
accurate kickers in her back field. 

The line-plunging, end-rushing, for- 
ward passing and trick-formation 
game will not be tabooed by reason of 
this added ground-gaining feature. 
Far from it. 

The strength in the kicking depart- 
ment will permit of more and better 
tricks, a great variety of formations 
and a more varied attack that will 
bewilder all opposition. 

By ad@ing all branches of successful 
kicking to their system of play, the 
Yellow Jackets’ chances for a success- 
ful season have been increased im- 
measureably. | 

Not since the days of “Lob” Brown 
have the the Yellow Jackets possessed 
a consistently reliable kicker. 

True, there havé been many x00d 
punters. But Heisman has never plan- 
ned a goal-kicking attack or relied 


on it in the least, owing to the absence 


of a dependable field goal kicker.

First and foremost, the team has in- 
creased weight and speed over the 1912 
eleven. The average weight of the 
team will be between 171 and 172 
pounds to the man, against 159 last 
year. 

Light teams are usually fast. The

The Tech backfield for the season has 
been decided upon. Captain Cook will 
play left half, where he starred last 
season.

He has the O. K. stamp from 
the coach, the student body and the 
fans. 

At quarter back, Jene Patten, the 
Bavlor star, who is expected to prove 
a sensation in intercollegiate circles 
this year, will be seen and from all ac- 
counts he’ promises to be the star of 
the team. 

On Patten’s shoulders will fall the 
honor of running back the opposition’s 
punts and at this particular branch of 
the game he is said to be the most sen- 
sational prep school lad that has ever 
entered intercollegiate circles. 

Patten will weigh between 170 and 
175 pounds when in condition, and Is as 
fast as a deer, with a knowledge of 
the game that is born, not made. He 
needs very little finishing to be a col- 
lege star. 


Johnson Coming Star. 


At present Patten is laid up tn bed 
with a bad knee, hurt In practice over 
a week ago. In his place Talley John- 
son. the Chattanooga high school star 
of last season, is cavorting and doing 
excellently. 

Johnson is a rangy chap, weighing 
161 pound, a man who runs hard with 
the ball, is fast and a deadly tackler. 
He will hold down the quarter back 
position until Patten returns to the 
line-up. 

But Patten’s return will not crowd

His 
work was so fine that a number of 
major league scouts tabbed him for 
major league ~ acquisition. Many 
offers were made for Doyle’s re- 
lease but the Springfield manage- 
ment refused to. sell. Manager 
McGraw sent Dan Brouthers, the 
veteran player, to watch Doyle at 
work. Brouthers was so impressed 
with the youngster’s playing that 
he recommended purchasing his re- 
lease. The Springfield club set the 
price at $4,500 and the New York 
club paid the money.

Wilkinson and his wife had been sep- 
arated and on August 28 he sent for 
her to come home from Kokomo, as 
their son was sick. The boy was 
brought to the Peru hospital, but he 
has since recovered.

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| Vedrines’s feat marked the opening of 
the 
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Sale of Government Bonds 


To People Urged by Howard 


In the house last week Congressman 
William S. Howard, of this, the Fifth 
Georgia district, produced a profund 
impression on his colleagues in his 
speech published in the Congressional 
Record wherein he proposed to refund 
the s¢ven hundred and fifty million of 
two per cent government bonds now 
held by the National banks as a basis 
of circulation, by a sale of new bonds 
bearing the same rate, in small and 
varying denominations, to the great 
masses of the people. 

He called attention to the fact that 
under the Glass-Owens currency bill, 
these bonds were to be refunded by is- 
Sting three per cent bonds; argued 
Strongly against the unwisdom of thus 
increasing the interest: rate to be paid 
by the government when it would 
mean an additional interest charge of 
about ten millions a year, and that 
the government must pay this higher 
rate on all future loans. 


Not Accomplish End. 


He also contended that no suoh er- 
change of bonds could accomplish the 
desired end; that the plan proposed 
would still leave the control of the 
government debt in the hands of the 
banks; and the menace of such a con- 
trol could never be removed untfl the 
government debt was held by the great 
masses of the common people in small 
and varying amounts, so that no one 
could control it, and so that an un- 
limited market for government securi- 
ties could be created and maintained 
in the future, whereby the govern- 
ment could sell its bonds direct to 
the people, without the payment of 
commissions, and vswithout the inter- 
vention of a middleman. 

The most noticeable part of Con- 
gressman Howard’s discussion of the 
subject was the simplicity of the plan 
by which he proposed to do this. His 
proposition is, in effect, to sell these 
new two per cent coupon bonds to the 


igeneral public through the Postal Sav- 


ings banks. 
Postal Savings System. 


In outlining the method of 
plishing this end, Congressman How- 
ard reviewed the history of the Pos- 
tal Savings system since the passage 
of the act creating it in 1910, and re- 
ferred to the opposition of the banks 
to the passage of the bill, and attrib- 
uted the burdensome restrictions im- 
posed upon the Postal bank depositors 
to their influence. He claimed that 
these restrictions were imposed in or- 
der to minimize the volume of Postal 
Savings deposits and prevent compe- 
tition with existing banks. He de- 
tailed the net results, showing that 
the Postal Savings had been installed 
in only twelve thousand out of fifty 
thousand postoffices, and that the de- 
posits, after over two years of opera- 
tion, amounted to only thirty-seven 
millions, or an average of about $2,900 
per bank. 

He claimed that these  4eposits 
should be easily five hundred millions 
at this time, and cited facts and fig- 
ures from the experience of foreign 
systems and of Mutual] Savings banks 
in this country to support hig conten- 
tion, and asserted that with proper 
facilities for the “people, the volume 


accom- 


of these deposifs in the fifty thousand 
postofices should quickly amount to 
four billions, or a sum equal to the 
present deposits in the less than seven 
hundred Mutual Savings banks in this 
country. 

AS a means of increasing these pos- 
tal deposits, it was urged that the 
operations be simplified and the facili- 
ties offered to the people be increased. 


Get Government Coupon. 


The method advocated consists fun- 
damentally in using as an evidence of 
deposit in the Postal Savings bank 
a coupon obligation or ooupon bond 
of the government instead of the pres- 
ent system. He suggests that when 
a deposit ig made, the depositor re- 
ceive therefor a government coupon 
obligation or bond, instead of a pass 
book or ordinary certificate of deposit, 
and claims that in this way every man, 
woman and child in the United States 
can buy, at his local postoffice, a gov- 
ernment coupon obligation or bond in 
any amount desired. Thereby’ the 
people will become familiar with gov- 
lernment securities, and still absorb 
any amount that may be offered, pro- 
vided they are offered at the postof- 
fices where the people go to consum- 
mate smal] transactions, and povided 
these coupon bonds are sold in any 
and all amounts, from one dollar up 
to suit the requirements of the small 
investors. 

Mr. Howard claims that the 
chanical difficulties incident to 
ing bonds in varying amounts, 
coupons attached to correspond with 
these amounts, are no longer an oOb- 
jection, because a form of coupon ob- 
ligation can easily be perfected, by 
which, with one form, a coupon obli- 
gation can be issued in thirty sec- 
onds for any amount from one dol- 
lar up, at any desired rate of interest, 
for any length of time, and on any 
terms and conditions. By a mechanical 
operation, it is said when the bond or 
obligation is issued, the value and due 
date of the coupons can be indicated 
to correctly correspond to the principal 
amount. 

Mr. Howard claims that the labor 
and cost of operating the Postal Sav- 
ings system can be reduced fully one- 
half, and that other specified advan- 
tages will be secured. 


New Postal Savings Act. 


Mr. Howaréd- has introduced a new 
Pstal Savings act embodying his ideas, 
and in this act the objectionable fea- 
tures of the present system are elimi- 
nated and proper facilities offered to 
the people. 

This speech aroused great interest 
among students of finance and of the 
pending currency bill, as the disposi- 
tion of the seven hundred and fifty 
millions of bonds held by the banks 
has been one of the most serious prob- 
lems confronting the democrats. At 
its conclusion Mr. Howard received the 
congratulations of his colleagues with- 
out regard to party tines and many 
stated to him, they believed he de- 
served full credit for having worked 
out, along entirely new. and original 
lines, some of the most troublesome 
questions involved in the currency 
measure pending.

/in view of the many pests and diseases 
_to which the plant is now subject, this 
i8 no simple nor easy task. 

The state board of entomology fays 
'down ten rules or suggestions which, 
if followed carefully by the farmers, 
| will materially assist them in elimi- 
(mating plant pests and diseasts from 
their fields. 

Generally speaking, the seed should 
be selected from the strongest and 
‘hardiest plants, such as are free from 
diseases and which have the greatest 
percentage of fruit properly located. 
More specficaily, the section should 
be made, says State Entomologist E. 
Lee Worsham, with reference to re- 
sistance to black root or wilt disease: 
resistance to root knot and anthrac- 
nose; fruitfulness and earliness; per 
centage of lint; type of plant and dis- 
tribution of fruit on the plant. 

In selecting for resistance to black 
root or wilt disease the plant should 
be chosen from that section of the 
field where the ordinary cotton suffer- 
ed greatest damage. Here however, 
the selection should be made of the 
hardiest and most resistant plants, 
hardiest aid best developed plants. 


Watch Out for Root Kaot. 


Care should also be taken to se- 
lect those plants which are resistant 
to root knot or nematode worms. The 
nematode worm is a parasite on the 
roots of plants which causes knots, 
commonly known as nematode galls 
or root Knot. The plant is stunted 
and sometimes killed. As the com- 
mon cowpea is very susceptible to 
this worm, it is dangerous to follow 
such a pea crop with cotton. The wilt 
resistant strains are somewhat resist- 
ant to root knot, and the department 
believes by continued selection of the 
most resistant plants, this quality may 
be greatly improved. 

Another thing to be avoided in the 
selection of the seed is anthracnose, a 
fungus disease of cotton which causes 
the bolls to rot and some seasons does 
a great deal of damage, occasionally 
as high as 50 ee cent of the bolls rot- 
ting off. All varieties of cotton are 
more or less susceptible to anthrac- 
nose. At present the best way to con- 
trol this disease is by rotation of crops 
and by the resistant varieties through 
careful seed selection. A plant badly 
affected by anthracnewse should not be 
selected, even though it is very resist- 
ant to wilt and is well fruited. 

Fruitfulness should be carefully con- 
sidered in seed selection, with a view 
to increasing the yield per acre. Where 
possible, the department advises the 
selection of the most fruitful stalks by 
comparison. 

Get Early Varieties. 

Earliness is another important point 
in selection, especially in southwest 
Georgia, where it will be necessary 
next year to meet the invasion of the 
cotton boll weevil. Two ways are 
suggested of securing an early resist- 
ant strain. First by crossing the wilt 
resistant strain with early varieties, 
and second by selecting the earliest 
plants from the resistant strains now 
at hand. It is believed that the in- 
dividual selection of the earliest 
plants will be the quickest and best 
method.

should be selected which yields 
less than 331-3 per cent of lint. In 
its own work it discards all stalks 
that vield less than 34 per cent of 
lint. The only satisfactory method of 
determining the quality of lint yield- 
ed by a stalk is to gin each stalk sep- 
arately with a hand gin. 

Care should be taken also as to the 
type of plant chosen. The best stalks 
to select are those having long fruit- 
ing limbs close to the ground, and 
with joints close together. The fewer 
large stalking branches a plant has 
the better, provided the fruiting 
branches are more numerous. 

In the matter of distribution and ar- 
rangement of fruit over the stalk, it is 
best to select the plants that have 
the most fruit on the lower part, be- 
cause these begin fruiting earlier. 

Roguing is regarded as an import- 
ant practice in the selection of cotton 
seed. That is, where a fitld is to 
be used particularly for the selection 
of seed, the diseased and stunted 
stalks should be cut out about July 1 
or August 1, to prevent crossing with 
the producing plants and thereby re- 
ducing their resistance. 

Care in Ginning. 

The next thing is proper ginning. 
The cotton selected for seed should 
be ginned on a hand gin, if possible. 
This does away with danger of adul- 
iteration or mixture with 
seed. If the cotton is ginned on a 
|} public gin, all of the seed should be 
| removed from the breast of the gin and 
' other parts before the cotton is run 
through, and the seed should be al- 
‘lowed to drop on the floor or ona 
| sheet; it should never be allowed to 
run through the seed carrying auger. 

The work on the wilt disease of cot- 
ton, development of resistant strains 
and seed selection, has been in charge 
of A. C. Lewis, assistant 
'mologists, since 1905. Under his 4di- 
|rection there have been developed a 
number of resistant hybrids. and this 
i gspecial seed has been furnished to 
farmers in many sections of the state. 

The state board of entomology will 
be glad to assist any farmer in mak- 
ing individual seed selections: Where 
this assistance is desired, he should 
save a few rows on a portion of his 
field without picking it, and write the 
‘state entomologists requesting to have 
‘someone sent to assist in making the 
selections. 

The state board of entomology 
owns a small gin operated by electrici- 
ty, and will take great pleasure in 
ginning, free of charge, small quanti- 
ties of seed that has been carefully se- 
lected. The seed cotton can be sent by 
parcels post and the seed will be prop- 
erly labeled and returned.

Following a petition to the mayor 
by a committee° headed py W. F. 
Winecoff, which called upon him Fri- 
day afternoon, asking that the regrad- 
ing of Whitehall street be proponed, 
the Whitehall street property own- 
ers who are interested in having the 
regrading work start October 15, as 
Wes originally planned, have issued 
the following statement: 

“In regard to the Whitehall grad- 
ing, property owners interested main- 
tain that it is improper to accuse any 
one syndicate of forcing the wsrade, 
since the committee secured the lar- 
gest percentage of signatures and 
Waivers ever submitted to council on 
any street for a similar improvement. 

“The work was originally planned 
for September 1 and the property own- 
ers agreed to a postponment to Oc- 
tober 16, so as to work hardship on 
no one. 

“Messrs. Currier, Black, Willingham, 
Stewart, Holliday and others consent- 
ed to the postponement and have suf- 
fered a loss of interest on their va- 
Cant properties, as they could not 
build until the grade was set and 
the work begun. 

“The city council and the 
committee have threshed out the en- 
tire matter, giving it careful consid- 
eration at the time, and decided that 
the regrading was important and nec- 
essary. They have ordered it done 
and will not change. their’ plans at 
the eleventh hour. 

“The county commissioners maintain 
that now is the time to do this grad- 
ing, and that they are in a position 
to do it now, and‘ will not be in a 
position to do it later. 

“The manufacturing industries at 
the end of Whitehall street are inter- 
ested in having this work done, and 
have petitioned for it, as it will give 
them an easy. grade for hauling to 
the depots. 

“For 800 feet of grading, 14,900 feet 
of property will be enhanced in value. 

“While the whole matter was gone 
over thoroughly when the grading was 
settled, it may be interesting to re- 
cal] the fact that for the $3,500 sub- 
scribed by the city, the city will re- 
ceive in return approximately $10,000 
from property owners, $25,009 in work 
from the county commissioners and 
an increase in taxable value of around 
$2,000,000 as a direct result of this 
work.

The stars of yesterday! 

They all played there. The genial 
Joe Jefferson, whose son will be at 
the Forsyth theater this week. Booth, 
and Barrett, Charlotte Cushman, 
Modjeska, Madame Rhea, Sothern with 
his famous characterization of Lord 
Dundreary, Richard Mansfield the fiery 
—they all climbed the old stage en- 
trance stairs—and played as the stars 
of today could never play—so the old 
timers vouch. 

Tt is the incidents which happened 
tn the old building which make it 
interesting today. Thousands pass it 
daily, notice the lurid posters of the 
latest melodrama, pass in perhaps, but 
never, never know, that dear old Den- 
man Thompson once showed himself a 
friend to the lonesome on that very 
stage. 

A Denman Thompson Story. 

That was years ago, when he ap- 
peared in “The Old Homestead.” It 
was one of those wet, dreary, drizzly 
nights in winter, when the heavens 
seemed to delight im making all man- 
kind miserable. 

Thompson was late going to the thea- 
ter. Driving up to the stage entrance 
in the alleyway, he saw huddled up 
against the door a little woman in 
black, with a child held close to her 
breast. There was no need to tell him 
that she was alone, and an outcast. 
The ordinary man would have sent for 
a policeman. But as the. story g0oés, 
Thompson was no ordina man. He 
took her up the stairs, had her placed 
in a vacant dressing room, and or- 
dered dinner for her.

Frank Fayant shows that the smok- 
ing and drinking bill of the American 
veople now reaches the enormous 
figure of $2,700,000,000 a year. 

“Since the time when Columbus 
braved the unknown seas in search of 
the treasure of the Indies, man has 
dug out cof the earth $15,000,000,000,000 
of gold,” he says, “Since the panic of 
1907 the American people have spent 
for alcohol and tobacco $15,000,000,000. 
Or, to put these two statements in the 
form of a mathematical equation: the 
product of 420 years of human toil, 
sacrifice and bloodshed, of daring dis- 
covery and exploration of continental 
wilderness, of cruel wars of aggres- 
sion and conquest, of wonderful engi- | 
neering triumphs, in the never-ending 
search for the precious metal, equals 
six years easy-going expenditure of the 
American people for the weed that 
soothes and the cup that cheers. 

“How much is $2,700,000,0007 Tf, @ 
thousand years before the time of 
Moses the lawgiver, the ancient Egyp- 
tians had begun hoarding a treasure of 
gold at the rate cf a dollar a minute, 
and if ever since then—every minute. 
day and night, these thousands of 
years—the accumulation of this treas- 
unre had continued, the golden hoard 
would today be 500 years short of the 
$¥,700,000,000 we spent im one-year for 
alcohol and tobacco.” 

Mr. Fayant says that the bulk of 
this mcney is spent by wage-earners. 
It is equal to the earnings of more 
than 4,000,000 workers. It is two and 
a half,times the wages of all the men 
on the railroads. It is fourteen times 
the great pay roll of the steel corpora- 
tion. 

Sir George Paish, the English econo- 
mist, estimates that the American 
people are saving the great sum of 
$5,000,000,000 a year—that is, that we 
are putting this money into new rail- 
roads, factories, farms, homes and 
other productive investments, and thus 
adding to the national wealth. But we 
are spending this sum every 22 months 
for tobacco and alcohol. Our enormous 
savings bank hoard is the wonder and 
envy of Burope, but we spent in 20 
months as much ng 4 for tobacco and 
alcohol as we have laid by in the sav- 
ings banks in all these years of pros- 
perity and thrift. Every month we 
spend more than we add to our bank 
savings in a whole year. 

More than half the total wealth of 
the United States is incorporated in 
manufacturing and industrial com- 
panies, banks and other financial tn- 
stitutions, railroads, telegraphs, tele- 
phones and other public service cor- 
porations. The combined profits of all 
these businesses are less than the ex- 
penfiture for smoking and drinking 
The $27,000,000,000 annual outlay is 
greater than the total cost of all our 
government, from the president’s salary 
down to fhe cress-roads schoolhouse. It 
is three times the : ational debt. It is 
more than all Europe is spending for 
war and preparation for war. 

“If our habits do not change,” gays 
the writer, “we shall consume more al- 
cohol and tobacco in the next 35 years 
than could be purchased for the entire 
wealth cf the United States today—the 
total value of everything possessed by 
everybody from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific.”

cause of aviation in America? It is America 
that introduced to the world the saero- 
plane; yet by a report which lies before me, 
America in 1912 some one hu 
licensed air pilots to France’s 900. 

We in America would appear to have 
specialized in our aerial ‘sport just as we 
are accused of specializing in other ath- 
, letics: and our skv performers resolve to 
an Olympic team. There has been little fm 
flying te popularize it! the few are wil 
tv risk tneir necks for appiause, but the 
many think twice.

Financial. 

Septernber 27.—-Uncertainty 
over the outlook for business was believed 
to be the principal cause of the halting 
tendency of stock prices during the week. 
The easing of the money market, in spite 
of seasonable demands, left no obstacle from 
that cause to the use of funds in the stock 
market. 

Opinions over trade prospects are con- 
flicting. Mercantile and commercial circles 
express confidence. That tone is perceptible 
also in the great textile centers. The iron 
and steel trade and railroad traffic of- 
ficials are not so confident. The decline in 
the price of refined copper, in spite of the

This past 
showing of the roads also is advanced by 
the trainmen to justify their claim for 
higher wages. The immediate returns now 
coming in-—those for August—make so poor 
a showing of net earnings that security 
values are affected.

The imme- 
diate business is largely made up of demands 
for goods to be shipped during the current 
year, but in several instances later con- 
tracts are being entered. 

Advances in many lines are being made 
from day to day. Printed percale has been 
advanced to a basis of 9% cents for four- 
yard 80 quares, Regular print cloths are 
held firmly at 2%c bid. Fall River’s sales 
of 240,000 pieces during the week included 
80,000 for spot delivery. 

Brown and bleached sheetings have been 
again advanced, fruit of the loom 4-4 
bleached now being on a basis of 9 cents 
and at value orders only acceptable. Dress 
ginghams in the finer grades have been ad- 
vanced %c a yard. Denims, tickings and 
other heavy colored cottons have been ad- 
vanced, The leading line of napped cottons 
has been sold up and withdrawn for the bal- 
ance of the year. 

Most mills are now well provided with bus- 
iness for the next nirmety days, but they are 
unwilling to make later contracts owing to 
very high level at which spot cotton is 
quoted in the south.

Iron and Steel. 

New York, September 27.—The one en- 
couraging feature in the steel trade last 
week was the awakening of railroad interest 
in equipment, the result, probably, of the 
concessions in prices made by car build- 
ers and manufacturers of motive power 
equipment. Orders placed by the railroads, 
however, were small outside of 100 locomo- 
tives for the Pennsylvania lines east and 
west of Pittsburgh. Car shops booked 
erders for only 822 cars, but the Chicago 
and Northwestern asked tenders on 2,500 
gondolas and the distribution of one large 
rail contract for next year is imminent. 
Rail buying last week amounted to only 
10,000 tons, including 1,000 tons more for 
export to Peru. Inquiries are out for 30,000 
tons for Australia. 

The impending new tariff had a more de- 
pressing effect, consumers being more 
awake to the prospect of lower prices for 
rolled steel generally. Steel sheets were 
again lower $1 to $2 per ton and busi- 
ness in wire, plates and shapes was reduced 
16 to 20 per cent. Specifications on bar 
contracts from railroads and agriculture 
implement manufacturers were more satis- 
factory. More new inquiries came out for 
fabricated steel for bridges and buildings, 
but the market was soft and orders actual- 
ly placed called for only 7,000 tons steel 
shapes, including 1,000 tons for a bridge 
over the Gunpowder river at Baltimore, 
1,000 tons for pier sheds at Providence, 
1,600 tons for a copper smelter for the 
Anaconda company, 750 tons for bridges at

ing railroad, and 600 tons forthe Orpheum 
theater at Kansas City. Bids were sub- 
mitted, however, on 15,000 to 20,000 tons 
additional including hotels, banks, stores, 
warehouses and bridges. Considerable in- 
erest was centered in the prospective re- 
quirements at Buffalo for railroad and barge 
canal terminals which, it is estimated, will 
call for 40,000 to 50,000 tons of structural 
shapes.

An opinion of the supreme court, 
interpreting the act of 1911 regarding 
the change of venue in cases where 
mob violence is feared, was handed 
down yesterday morning. The court 
holds that where a change of venue 
had been denied on the ground that 
a fair jury could not be obtained in 
the county where the alleged crime 
had been ¢c.mmitted, a bill of excep- 
tions could not be taken and made to 
act as a supersedeas of the trial. It 
was a case not for a direct bill of ex- 
ceptions, but for exceptions pendente 
lite. 

W. A. Coleman, Jim Coleman and W. 
H. Stevens were indicted in Wilcox 
county for the murder of Leon Melvin 
on April 6, 1913. Attorneys for the 
defense, chief of whom was John R. 
Cooper, of Macon, asked for a change 
of venue on the ground that the de- 
fendants could not get a fair trial in 
Wilcox county, inasmuch as they had 
been threatened with mob violence sev- 
eral times since their arest, twice 
having been taken to jails in adjoin- 
ing counties for safe-keeping and once 
having their lives saved from a mob 
storming the jail by the wife of the 
jailer concealing the keys under her 
apron.

Cartersville, Ga., September, 27. 
(Special.)—Cartersville today, by a 
more than two-thirds majority of a 
heavy registered vote, ratified the is- 
suance of $110,000, thirty-year, five per 
cent bonds, for the purpose of secur- 
ing a eystem of sanitary sewerage, ex- 
tension of water mains, and street 
grading. This is the second time with- 
in six weeks the people of Carters- 
ville have voted bonds in this amount 
for these purposes. The election of 
six weeks ago was carried by a two- 
thirds majority, with a lighter regis- 
‘tration, but due to the assertion upon 
|the part of Judge A. W. Fite, who op- 
‘posed the proposition on both occa- 
sions, that the first election was irreg- 
ular on account of inadequate notice 
betn published, the proposition was 
withdrawn. 

This was deemed expedient because 
the paper in which public advertise- 
ments are published failed through 
oversight to put in the postoffice un- 
til early Friday morning instead of 
Thursday evening, the paper containing 
the first notice required by law, al- 
though a number of copies of this issue 
of the paper were put in circulation 
Thursday evening by being called for 
at the office. Wishing to avoid litiga- 
tion and its attendent delay or anything 
tending to impair the market value of 
the bonds on sale, the city commission- 
ers decided not to undertake to have 
the bounds validated as authorized by 
this election, but instead gave notice 
of a new election to be held on Septem- 
ber:27, today. This resulted in a reg- 
istration almost, if not equal, to the 
entire qualified list of voters in Car- 
tersville 

The proposition was championed by 
practically the entire business interests 
of Cartersville, but was vigorously op- 
posed by Judge A. W. Fite, who, by 
personal solicitation, published circu- 
lars, a newspaper article and by his 
presence at the polls throughout the 
day, made Known his opposition to all 
the people. The result was a sweep- 
ing victory for bonds and when an- 
nounced was enthusiastically received 
by the eople of Cartersville, there 
being only thirty-six votes cast in op- 
position to the issue,

For instance, there is preserved 
in the Bank of England library a 
5-pound note with these words writ- 
ten upon it: “If this note gets ifito 
the hands of John Dear, of Longhill, 
near Carlisle, his brother Andrew is 
prisoner in Algiers.”

ereatest amount for which a 
Mneland note has been issued 
is 1,000,000 pounds. There are only 
these million pound notes in 
existence. ,One is preserved in the li- 
brary of the bank, another is in the 
possession of the Rothschild family, a 
third is owned by Messrs. Coutts, the 
famous bankers, and the fourth is In 
the hands of the descendants of Sam- 
uel Rogers, the poet. 

The printing is done on the bank 
premises. The notes are printed in 
pairs and come off the machines 
pressed and dried. Stock notes of dif- 
ferent values from 5 pounds to 1,000 
pounds are kept in iron safes in one 
large room and the average value of 
the stock is betweem eighty and nine- 
million pounds. Over eighty thou- 
sand notes of various values’ are paid 
into the bank every day. On their re- 
notes are sorted, first into 
their respective values, then according 
to their dates, and finally into their 
numerical order. Every note has a 
place of its own in the bank regis- 
ters, and immediately the notes are 
sorted their return is registered.

7O MEET THE BEEF SHORTAGE. 


The recent convention in Chicago of 
the American Meat Packers’ association 
went on record to the effect that a beef 
famine was imminent. Unless conditions 
change within the next ten years, it ex- 
pressed doubt as to the source from which 
the meat supply of this country is to be 
expected. So serious is the situation con- 
sidered that the association voted to raise 
$500,000 to conduct a campaign of 
tion as to beef and hog raising among the 
farmers of the United States. 

The action of the meat packers bears 
out the assertion of William H. Manss, vice 
president and manager of the Southern Set- 
tlement and Development organization, pub- 
lished recently in The Constitution along 
identical lines, and urging the farmers of 
Georgia to seize upon the opportunity. The 
statement given out by the Chicago con- 
vention stresses a feature often emphasized 
by The Constitution, in urging the farmers 
to raise less. cotton and more 
corn so that they might Have material for 
sustaining a cattle and hog industry. 

Of all southeastern states Georgia is 
best equipped to take advantage of the con- 
ditions that, by the passing of the great 
western ranges, put other sections 
upon an equality. Georgia has abundant 
grazing space, her climate permits of graz- 
ing practically the year round and her soil 
is splendidly adapted to the growing of 
corn and every variety of forage crop. Her 
command of transportation facilities is pro- 
verbial. In addition, she has, in the Blue 
Ridge region, a territory ideally fitted to 
raise sheep, and the demand for mutton is 
constantly growing. 

The meat packers stressed another point 
applicable to Georgia when they deplored 
the systematic slaughter of young calves by 
farmers.

JUDGE GEORGE HILLYER 
DISCUSSES CHARTER NEEDS; 
FAVORS SMALLER BOARDS 


Editor Constitution: The hasty inter- 
view I gave you over the phone on the night 
of the recent election was so limited I ask 
you now to let me here state more carefully 
the cardinal principles which In my opinion 
are essential and best for a city charter. 

(1.) A mayor elected by the city at 
large, to hold for two years, and he to be 
ineligible for re-election to that or any oth- 
er city office having any salary for at least 
one year, but to step down and out absolute- 
lv at the end of his term. 

(2.) Three aldermen elected by the city 
at large each for a term of three years, 
but this term so adjusted that one shall go 
out each year, and the other two hold over. 

(3.) A eity council composed of council- 
men locally elected from their several home 
districts so laid off that they shall contain 
as near aS may be not more than three 
hundred qualified voters each. Those voters 
choose their own councilman, at their 
own sovereign will and. pleasure, without 
dictation or control from outside, and he to 
represent them, and be responsible to them. 
Half the councilmen, say from even-num- 
bered districts, to go out each year, and 
those from the odd numbered the next year 
so that the term of each councilman will be 
two years. 

(4.) Every alderman and councilman to 
ro out at the end of his term, to be inellgt- 
ble to fill that or any other city office for 
at least on year, the same as above pro- 
vided in case of the mayor. By this means 
neither mayor, alderman or councilman 
can or will be under any temptation to per- 
petuate themselves in office and thus will 
hardly have any “ring” in Atlanta. 

(56.) Let the school board and sinking 
fund commission remain as they are under 
existing charter. 

(6.) <All the other departments to be 
divided and arranged under five’ boards, 
each baving three members elected by the 
aldermen and councilmen and removable by 
them: with the mayor and chairman of the 
appropriate committee added. The three 
board members to be chosen, each from one 
of the three board districts as nearly equal 
in area as may be fair and convenient; the 
three board members to be elected for three 
years and like the aldermen to go out one 
each year. But board members to be 
eligible for re-election at the pleasure of 
the general council 

(7.) A mayor and aldermen chosen 4s 
above will best tend to secure business 
knowledge and experience and with . the 
boards of only five, each constituted as above, 
will insure fidelity and efficiency and with 
the necessary accountability. The council 
will be the numerous democratic represen- 
tative body; each member in touch with 
his own people who live near him and who 
know him, and he knowing them, and 
through him they can always make known 
their wants and contend for their rights. 
The whole system will afford the necessary 
checks and balances to restrain greed or 
power.on the one hand or unreasoning ex- 
cesses on the other. So that under this 
form of charter the city will have all the 
benefits of mere efficiency claimed for “com- 
mission government,” without any of its 
manifest evils and very great dangers. 

I have no interest except as a citizen, 
though I own I am deeply itmpressed with

HOW LEGISLATIVE PENURY 
HAMPERS HIS DEPARTMENT 


Se ee ee 


“The farmers and the people of Geor- 
gin are my bosses. Their state has the 
sreatest agricultural future of any state 
in the south. Yet, so far as telling the 
eager capitalist and the prospective 
home-maker the truth about Georgia is 
concerned, the state department of az- 
riculture is tied hand and foot for lack 
of funds. I am unable to say how many 
babes are sacrificed yearly to impure 
milk, because we are unable to employ 
a sufficient inspection force. 1 don't 
know how many Georgians go down to 
death from impure food due to the same 
Cause. I don’t know how many hundred 
thousand dollars are lost to the farmers 
of Georgia each year for lack of the 
knowledge we simply haven’t the pos- 
tage to dispense to them. The agricultu- 
ral department of the great state of 
Georgia is foreed to operate on a pos- 
tage stamp basis. The Constitution's 
demand that the department publish 
weekly a report of the movement of the 
cotton crop is a splendidly constructive 
movement. Yet it is just one more of : 
the department's legitimate functions 
nme must go to grass, 
cessful in securing this inf 
from private sources, and I omar abana 
hopes in that direction.” 


The speaker was State Commissioner ‘of 
Agriculture James Price. Himself a practi- 
cal farmer, he knows the farmer’s needs. A 
legislator of years’ experience, he knows 
public affairs. When he Says the shortsicht- 
edness of the state prevents his department 
from becoming a department of agriculture 
wholly in effect as in name, he speaks with 
authority. Rugged of nature and fearless 
of expression, he does not hesitate to say 
that because the legislature does not realize 
the situation, Georgia loses great sums ev- 
ery year through the cramping of her great- 
est department, that pertaining to the pro- 
ducing industries. 

3 “Our impotence to establish crop report- 
ing,”’ Colonel Price said, “is just a sample 
But it serves to illustrate the situation.” 


Will Report Anyhow. ; 


“As far as that goes.” he continued, ‘‘s9 
important do I regard the Suggestion of The 
Constitution that, despite the poverty of the 
department, we are going to try to report 
crop movements, anyhow. I am now nego- 
tiating with the principal railroads in this 
State to that end. Iam asking them to have 
the agent at each station make me a re- 
port every Saturday night of the cotton 
movement at his point. Correctly compiled, 
this information should prove of invaluable 
nature. 

“From time to time, or immediately if 
the legislature will give us the money, we 
will add other features to the reporting 
activity. We should have the funds with 
which to maintain a bureau especially giv- 
en to that purpose. If we had, | 
be money returning dividends many times 
the sise of the capital. 


Why Not? 


“The department was established tn 1874 
with a maintenance fund of $10,000. 
duties then were comparatively simple. 

Today, the maintenance fund is still 
$10,000 and the duties of the department 
have multiplied a hundredfold. 

“If any business house in the state tried 
to take care of almost forty years’ growth 
in this way, it would go into bankruptcy. 
Yet, the department of agriculture is ex- 
pected to keep pace under these conditions. 
It is true that the fertilizer and oil de- 
partments, the pure food and drug depart- 
ment, the chemical and the veterinarian de- 
partments are separately provided for. But 
the centralizing force, the department prop- 
er, must still act as a clearing house for the 
agricultural interests of the State, and stag- 
ger along on the same maintenance doled 
out forty years ago. 

The Late Probe. 

“Funds accessible once to the department 

were radically cut into after the investiga-

tion into the department of a little over a ( 


year ago. The legislature believed then the 
department had been unwisely administered. 
It sought to check any possibility for abuse 
and extravagance. And, as-is always the 
case when the pendulum swings in the other 
direction, the reaction went to the extreme. 

I largely explain the condition in which 
the department now finds itself by this fact. 
I have faith that the lawmakers of Geor- 
gia will duly safeguard the interests of the 
farmers and people of Georgia. As soon 
as they adequately realize how cramping 
the department cramps the people, they will 
broaden the policy under which the depart- 
ment now operates. 

Pure Food Menaced. 

“Take the question of pure food, for peo- 
ple and stock in Georgia. We have just one 
man we can put on that. We ought to have 
twenty. At certain seasons we have six 
ar inspectors who 
ood man. But that is only tem 
they lack the expert traledan. re “~ 

“There is no telling how many lives 
might be saved in Georgia with a force large 
enough to inspect milk and food all over 
the state. I have been 
or two cities because they were the most 
convenient. But the policy of the depart- 
ment will be to get out into rural Georgia 
the dairies, the slaughter houses, the stores 
generally and protect the lives of babies and 
adults. 

A Liberal Policy. 

“A rmhisapprehension has gotten abroad 
regarding the severity with which the de- 
partment expects to enforce the pure food 
and drug aw. J am not going to put men 
out of business upon the first offense. I’m 
going to give them warning and a square 
deal. But above all, I'm gzoing to serve the 
public. They're my bosses. 

“The department does not ask for wild- 
cat appropriations. It now turns into the 
State treasury about $252,000 a year. All it 
asks is that enough of that sum be given 


it to operate properly in behalf of the farm- 4 


ers and the people generally of the state. 


lf want to make this department as nearly # 
as possible do for Georgia what the federal, 


department does for the United States. We're 
about 99 per cent behind the comparison 
now, and we won't catch up until we have 
more money to spend. 
Uncharted Wilderness. 

_ “I want to say that my assistant, Dan 
G. Hughes, my office force, the laboratory 
and field force, are men of the highest abil- 
ity and willingness. But we are all handi- 
capped. 

“So far as any definite information which 
we can give inquirers is concerned, Geor- 
gia is an uncharted wilderness. Every day 
we get inquiries from prospective capital- 
ists and settlers, home-makers of the best 
sort, regarding Georgia. What can we do? 
Either tell the correspondents that we don’t 
know, or answer off-hand with such inex- 


act information as the office may command. » 


“Several years ago, for instance, the de- 
partment issued a handbook of Georgia's re- 
sources. Long ago the edition was ex- 
hausted. It is vita] to the developmert of 
this state that a second edition. brought ‘to 
date, be issued. Yet

Data Going to Seed. 

“There is a quantity of data going to 
seed in this office for lack of money to have 
it printed and posted. We could give the 
farmers better information about their 
crops, show them the expertence of this 
state, increase their chances for tmoney- 
making infinitely, if we could pubiish and 
mail out the information that comes into 
us wholesale. Yet our hands are tie!

Mrs. Despard’s Letter to Mr. McKenna. 
® Currie Street, Nine Elms, London, 
S, W., September 2, 191 To the Right 
Honarable Reginald McKenna, M. P.— 
A few months ago you granted an 
me and several of my 
colleagues in the Woman's Freedom 
| spoke to you then on what 
| conceive to be the maladministration 
of justice in this country and the un- 
equal incidence of punishment. 

I desire now to bring before you a 
glaring instance of that of which I 
complain, hoping that if your attention 
has not been drawn to it, you will 
immediately give it your serious con- 
sideration. 

Thousands of British men and women 
refusing pay the insurance tax 
to deduct the tax from the wages 
those whom they employ. 

Some object to this tax on principle; 
others desire to shirk responsibility. 
Suffragists—and I am amongst the 
number—are, in many cases, resisting 
this in common witnon other forms cf 
taxation because their rights ef citi- 
zenship are not recognized. There 
have been sundry prosecutions, mostly 
of men in business. [ wish to quote 
three cases to show you the different 
treatment meted out tv men and women 
in our law courts. Joseph Laster, of 
Doncaster, defaulter for thirty-one 
weeks, was given by McAndrews, the 
magistrate, a fine of 50 shillings, with 
payment of costs. 

Mr. F. Hamblin 
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(Eastbourne), who 
had conscientious objections, was 
summoned Gn twenty counts. He was 
ordered to pay fines, costs and arrears 
to the amount of 6 pounds, 14 shil- 
lings and 8 pence. 

Mrs. Harvey, of Brackenhill, Brom- 
ley, Kent—a suffragist, the first who 
has been proceeded against for insur- 
ance tax resistance—was summoned, on 
July 21, on ten counts in respect of 
her gardener. She was fined 1 pound 
on each count, 4 pounds and 10 
shillings costs, 2 pounds and 2 
shillings special costs, and ordered to 
pay the arrears, 5 shillings, 10 pence; 
total, 16 pounds, 17 shillings, 10 pence.

ASK TO BE GOOD CITIZENS 


Two little mountaineers, both under 
twelve years of age, but who have had 
one year of schooling, ask a chance to 
continue their studles that they may 
become good workers and help out in 
the upbuilding of the mountain com- 
munity in which they now are. 

They’ went to. the industrial school 
at Tallulah Falls which the Federated 
club women of Georgia own and main- 
tain, and last year made fine records. 
They have been allowed the privileges 
of the work shop of the schoo] during 
vacation. They have used the. tools. 
With their little shovel and rake they 
have kept clean ana in order the 
premises of the cottage colony at Tal- 
lulah, putting away their earnings for 
the schooling of this yerr. In thelr 
blue overalls and big straw hats, they 
have walked bare-footed each day 
from their mountain home into the 
village and done their work. But the 
money they have made will not pay 
their board and tuition, and the 
scholarship money of the school this 
year has gone to older boys, who are 
already in demand for the constructive 
work going Gn in that section. The 
better trained the boy, the better 
wage he can command, and the young- 
er boy must wait for his chance. 


The New Demands. 


When the club women of Georgia 
looked over their budget this year they 
saw the incréased demand for space in 
the school; saw the need for more 
teachers, they realized their scholar- 
ship fund should be larger. They have 
looked over the situation carefully, 
divided out the scholarship money, and 
find that they have had to close the 
doors to as many as ten splendid 
sturdy mountain boys and girls, beg- 
ging for admittance to. the school 
which gives them their great chance.

Some of the Needs. 

In speaking of the work of establish- 
ing the school Mrs. Lipscomb said: 

“In planning the werk of an indus- 
trial school for Tallulah the federation 
had to phan to meet the conditions. 

“First. The greater number of the 
pupils are children, too young to work 
on a farm, tend a dairy or do much 
manual work. Primary education had 
to be provided for them. 

“Second. Our first dormitory will 
only accommodate a very few boarding 
pupils and the work of the home and 
school building takes all of thetr time 
outside of school hours. 

“Third. There are comparatively few 
pupils in the school old enough to 
work on the farm. We are hoping to 
work up to agricultural work in the 
future, a farm, a fruit orchard, a dalry, 
ete.

I been a boozer ever since I could 
crawl through the back door of the 
s’loon next door. It’s a fact. I’ve lap- 
ped up enough to start a young bar- 
room. 

“I've been goin’ the routee for years, 
and it just about had me by the 
th'oat. I got down to doin’ ‘outside’ 
‘work for a gang that bilked gas 
‘meters. Then I got to touchin’ drunks 
'what were too soused to take care of 
their coin.

But very few people outside those of 
the underworld know of the existence 
of the Christian Helpers’ league. There 
is no blatant heraldy of charity, no 
flaring publicity. It fs just a plain, 
even-tenored home of benevolence 
where the weak and shunned find ref- 
uge and salvation. 

It is operating in a former resort of 
the tenderloin and was establishéd by 
Sidney J. Coogler, of the police proba- 
tion department. Years ago, he was a 
patrolman, drawing a patrolman’s pay 
of $15 a week. His acts of charity 
made him conspicuous and brought him 
to official notice, When the probation 
department was inaugurated, he was 
put in charge. 

The probation system is exacting. 
It is resorted to only to save worthy 
prisoners from workhouse sentences— 
prisoners who have reputations at 
stake or have persons dependent upon 
them. When one goes under probation, 
he solemnly vows never to touch in- 
toxicants or to misconduct himself. It 
is so rigid that a violation sends the 
probationer to the stockade without 
privilege of fine to serve double sen- 
tence. 

Therefore the probation system, in 
its original state, lacked sOmething. It 
Too many men fell 
short of their oath and consequently 
euffered unjust prison sentences that 
sent them to the stockade, ‘powerless 
to free themselves. Too many forgot 
the requirements of probation, fell by 
the wayside, subsequently receiving 
double sentence. ; 

Coogler, the man who knew the un- 
derworld, foresaw the need of just such 
an institution as the Helpers’ league. 
He saw that, instead of fear of prison, 
his probationers needed influence. In- 
stead of the watchful police, they 
needed environment, solace and occupa- 


on. 

This was the better way of reaching 
the heart of the derelict, for, as long 
as there is emotion in man, there is 
And the good can generally be 
reached through emotion.

Helpers’ leacue. It wasn’t much of an 
establishment at the outset. Coogler 
didn’t have much money, and the place, 
in its creation, was shabby and unin- 
viting to the eye. But what Coogier 
lacked in money he made up in knack 
for business. 

His beds ‘he sold nightly for 15 cents 
and his meals for a dime. A bath was 
thrown in for good measure, and soon 
the waifs of the under strata flocked 
to Coogler’s place, glad to partake of 
its comfort and food and free bath. 
Men with blood on their hands and the 
police at their heels came and punked 
with the harmless inebriate who was 
past redemption. 

Drunkards, dope fiends, thieves, 
crooks—every type of criminal known 
to the police sought Coogler’s haven. 
Presently its coffers began to swell. 
Coogler grew able to build it to his de- 
sire. He achieved his ambition in 
making it attractive, commodious and 
capable of taking care of all who came. 

Then it was made headquarters for 
his probationers, some 700 in all A re- 
ligious policy was established. All who 
came must observe it and give his 
share of worship at the nightly serv- 
ices which were inaugurated. The man 
with murder on his hands and the po- 
lice at his heels was not welcomed un- 
less he complied with the rules and 
worshipped accordingly. 

Neither could the thief and the 
drunkard and the dope fiend and the 
crook of all types. The former dance 
hall was converted into a place for re- 
ligious service. Clean, airy bedrooms 
were made of the former dens of 
shame.

Amendments to Be Submitted.

Automobiles in India. 


(Calcutta Statesman.) 

The motoring supplement, which ac- 
companies the Statesman, speaks for it- 
self as a measure of the advance 
which the art and industry of motoring 
have made upon this side of India. It 
may not be considered out of place, 
however, to subjoin a few facts and 
figures indicating how rapidly motor- 
ing has grown into favor in this coun- 
try. Four years ago the imports of 
motor cars and motorcycles into In- 
dia were valued at £310,000, but the 
total for 1912-13 was no less than 
£860,000, of which £640,000 represented 
shipments from British ports. The 
figures for the current year show that 
rapid progress is still being made, 
the imports during the first three 
months of 1913-14 being £60,000 higher 
than in the corresponding period of 
last year. It would thus seem that 
the motor trade in India is increas- 
ing by seven-league strides. Nor is 
this surprising when we survey the 
conditions obtaining over a very large 
area in India. Extensive as is the 
railway system, it ts still far from 
meeting all the requirements of the 
country for rapid communication; even 
light railways are few and far between 
The result is that In a region lIt{ke 
Assam, where lakns of rupees ars 
to be laid out on roads during the 
next three years, the motor car is rap- 
idly becoming indispensable to the 
planters. The same may be said in 
a lesser degree, of most provincial 
areas upon this side of India. There 
seems to be no reason in fact why the 
motor car should not in many cases 
render the feeder railway unnecessary. 
Its phenomenal progress seems to in- 
dicate that the time Is ripe for organ- 
izing a motor exhibition in Calcutta. 
after the fashion of those which are 
held every year In London, and In the 
principal British centers. Such an ex- 
hibition would do much to educate the 
wealthy Indiaa as q buyer and user 
of motor cars, and it would be espe- 
cially useful a8 a means of encourac- 
ing the use of the commercial motor 
all cver Indla.

Historic Corinth. 

Interesting as was the visit to Shiloh 
battlefields the site committee’s day 
would have lacked much if from it 
had been eliminated all they saw 
first in Corinth, Miss., from which 
»0lnt as guests of the Business Men's 
eague they were carried by 
biles over 22 miles of splendid pike to 
Shiloh National park, 
the border in Tennessee. 

Corinth, which is one of the 
towns in Mississippi, was a 
hell’s-gwate of war alarms during 
and the confederate enthusiasm of the 
Corinth chapter, United Daughters of 
the Confederacy, is that of those bap- 
tized by fire. This chapter has done 
splendid work for the Shiloh monu- 
ment and its women constantly aid the 
Business Men’s league and citizens of 
the town in escorting to the great bat- 
tlefields the hundreds of visitors, both 
of the blue and the gray, who come 
each year to the national park at Shi- 
loh by way of Corinth. 

The site committee was the guest of 
the Corinth chapter and the details of 
our expedition were arranged with the 
utmost care by Mrs. Jennie G. Hender- 
son, Shiloh director for Mississippi. 

Five women out of a possible seven 
attended this meeting, but as each 
woman came from a different direc- 
tion and each on a different train, we 
gave as much trouble to our hos- 
pitable hosts as possible in considera- 
tion of our fewness. 

Mrs. Alexander B. White, president 
general of. the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy and also director gen- 
eral for Shiloh, came (from Paris, 
Tenn.;: Mrs. Roy W. McKinney, secre- 
tary general and treasurer for Shiloh, 
from Paducah, Ky.; Mrs. W. L. Kline, 
chairman of design committee, from St. 
Louis; Mrs. L. CC. Hall, from Darda- 
nelles, Ark., and Mrs. Ottley, from At- 
lanta. 

So. Mrs. Henderson had just as many 
trains to meet as there were women. 

I started the bali to rolling at 5a. m., 
when the Rogers monument shone gray 
and ghostly on the heights of Fort 
Robinette above the town, and Mrs. 
Alexander B. White concluded our roll 
call at 12:30 o’clock, just in time to 
snatch a hasty luncheon before the 
start at 1 o’clock for Shiloh. 

But before we set out upon this, the 
real object of our journey, many hours 
intervened for me of the 5 a m. ar- 
rival and these hours were crowded 
with historic interest and so much 
pleasure that even had I gone no fur- 
ther the night’s journey and the far 
worse 4 o'clock waking would have 
been forgotten. 

Two younger daughters had charge 
for the morning of Mrs. Kline and my- 
self and we were completely saturated 
with war-time interest and fervor be- 
fore the start for Shiloh was ever 
made. 

To those visiting Shiloh I should cer- 
tainly recommend going by way of 
Corinth and getting Miss Myra Hazard 
and Miss Elizabeth Kilpatrick to show 
them Corinth of 1862 as they showed it 
to me in the golden sunlight of Septem- 
ber 11, 1913. 

Sunday School Specialist. 

Miss Kilpatrick, by the way, one 
of the most distinguished specialists in 
Sunday school work mn the United 
States, and she shows generalship equal 
to any that spent itself at Shiloh in 
holding together a class of 500 men of 
every age and sect, which meets her 
every Sunday for the study of the Bi- 
ble and the plafininge of good works. 
“This class maintains !Its own class- 
rooms, and, under captains, carries on 
most varied activities. 

Amid the smiles and greetings 
these latter-day soldiers we drove 
about the streets of Corinth, visiting 
the headquarters of General Grant and 
General Buell, and the Inge home, from 
which General Albert Sidney Johnston 
reviewed confederate troops as they 
passed on to the battle of Shiloh, and 
to which he was brought back a few 
days later, cold in death. 

We then drove through One of the 
most beautiful of our national ceme- 
teries in which lie, neatly marked, the 
federal dead—a goodly throng—who 
fell at the battle of Corinth and in the 
continued fighting around that town. 
The whole town is filled with marks 
of shot and shell, and in only one yard 
were spared the big trees which once 
grew every where. This house was used 
as a hospital, and federal blood still 
stains the floors, and relics of the 
combat are still stored in this cellar. 

Our crowning Corrnth visit was to 
the very top of Fort Robinette, where 
towers the monument erected to Colo- 
nel W. P. Rogers by the Texas Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, and unveiled 
by them, with imposing ceremonies, in 
the spring of 1913 Mrs. Bolton, of Whar 
ton. Texas, the daughter of Colonel 
Rogers, and her daugnter and her chil- 
dren were present at this unveiling. 
The cords which freed the monument 
were drawn by the two great-grand- 
daughters of the gallant Texan, while 
the monument, as ir slowly came in 
ew. was saluted first by their brother, 
swung John Sanders, with the very 
sword which dropped from the hand of 
his valorous sire as he fell dead across 
the federal machine gun just where the 
monument now stands. 

This charge of Rogers and his men 
up the steep heights of Robinette is one 
of the most thrilling of, our battle pic- 
tures. In the attempt of the confeder- 
ates under Van Dorn and Price to re- 
capture Corinth. from Rosecrans, this 
Texan aspired to capture the federal 
battery which was raking the confed- 
erate lines with such frightful slaugh- 
ter. Riding to the rront of his com- 
mand, already terribly decimated, Colo- 
nel Rogers called out:. “Who will go

Kvery living man within sound of his 
voice rushed forwara, and even the 
wounded tried to drag themselves up 
and after him as the rong climb began. 
Right up the hill they went, Rogers 
reining back his horse to keep pace 
with the men who, stumbling over their 
own dead and slipping tn blood, pressed 
on under ceaseless fire up the steep, 
rough hillside. Nine times during that 
awful climb the red, white and red 
fluttered toethe ground. Nine times 
quick thands snatched the colors as 
eager bearers wera shot down, 
and pressed ever upward toward the 
belching guns. Just as the blue line 
at the top gave way, Rogers, snatching 
the colors from the last to fall, threw 
them himself over the machine gun at 
the top and fell shot through the 
heart on the spot where the gray shaft 
stands today. 

The Corinth Daughters have bought 
the little park which contains the 
Rogers monument, and the noble em- 
inence which overlooked the death 
struggles of so many brave men. 

A noble granite monument here 
memorializes the unknown confederate 
dead. Poor boys in gray! We have 
not been always abYe to give to each

The fighting around Corinth was 
terribly fierce and hand-to-hand. 

Senator James Gordon, of Missis- 
sippi, who, for 60 days illustrated the 
old south in the United States senate 
a few years ago, wae tn the thick of 
this fight in the flats below Robinette, 
when the same sharpshooter took off, 
in turn, the feather in his hat, the 
collar of his coat, and, finally, a bit 
of his mustache! 

Colonel Gordon, feeling that this 
was becoming disagreeably personal, 
put one of his own sharpshooters on 
the other’s trail, and before the next 
shot could feel around again for Gor- 
don’s head, a blue figure crashed down 
from the high pine tree where the 
Johnnie Reb’s bullet had picked him 


off. 
In Other Days. 

How those two American boys would 
have enjoyed shooting against each 
other at a county fair and swapping 
lies over their marksmanship! 

Days could not exhaust the interest- 
ing war stories of the Corinthians, but 
1 o’clock found us, perforce, off for 
Shiloh with an escort of half a dozen 
automobiles of daughters and members 
of the Business Men’s League. The 
president, Mr. Small, accompanied us, 
as did the secretary, Mr. Thomas, who 
is, by the way, a Georgian and an ex- 
member of our general assembly. Both 
these gentlemen are enthusiastic over 
a new railroad connection which is 
going to give Corinth river rates for 
the cotton of which she handles more 
than any other point in that section be- 
sides New Orleans. A wonderful pike 
leads from Corinth to Shiloh, and Mrs. 
Moon, who accompanied us, could show 
us history at every cross-roads, 

The entrance to the park has no 
formal gateway, but one comes imme- 
diately upon the large metal mark- 
ers which along every winding cir- 
¢uitous curve of the entire 44 miles of 
macadam road tells, in detail, the ac- 
curate story of the two days’ struggle. 
Blue tablets show the position of any 
portion of General Grant’s forces, tab- 
lets of red mark confederate troops, 
and yellow tablets are the sign of 
General Buell’s army, which, coming 
up fresh on the night of April 6, 1862, 
turned the tremendous confederate vic- 
tory of the 6th into the defeat of the 
7th. 

As we spun past all these tablets over 
the smooth, beautiful roads a clutch at 
the heart reminded us of the weary, 
foot-sore men who plodded so doggedly 
threugh these beautiful native forests 
51 years ago, pressing on eagerly to 
attack Grant's army which lay camped 
at Pittsburg landing, on the Tennessee 
river, before General Bell’s reinforcing 
army should arrive! :

The most beautiful one now in the 
park is that of Ilowa—an immensely 
tall column has at its base broad steps 
upon which stands the eager figure of 
a woman done in bronze reaching up, 
high above her head, to write upon 
fame’s tablet the names of lowans who 
died at Shiloh. 

Four years ago a cyclone fought the 
fierce field of Shiloh over and de- 
stroved this beautiful marble which 
has, however, been replaced. 

Illinois, besides many 
markers. has a handsome central 
monument which is a huge mono- 
lith, seated upen which is a gigantic 


beautiful 


Queen Elizabeth-like figure of a 
woman which the visitors to Shiloh 
have come to address colloquially as 
“Ole Miss.” 

Wisconsin’s memorial has on a mas- 
sive base the heroic figure of a woman 
steadying the colors in the hand of a 
dying soldier, whose head she is sup- 
porting with the other arm against her 
breast. 

One of the mest unique of all the 
hundred federal monuments and mark- 
ers ‘Ss an exact reproduction in marble 
of a stump upon which a dying soldier 
from West Virginia carved his state, 
his initials and his regiment. 


Only Three Monuments. 


There are, as we have said, only 


i, 


three monuments to the confederate 
dead at Shiloh. One erected by the 
Alabama U. D. C., one by the U. D. C. 
of Arkansas and one erected by his 
regiment to General William B. Bate, 
of Tennessee, upon the spvt just across 
from Shiloh church where, as captain, 
he was wounded. 

It seems expedient that by one great 
and very imposing monument we, of 
the south, shall set forth our apprecia- 
tion of the valor of those who fought 
for us at Shiloh. The monument, for 
which the site has just been selected, 
will be, by long odds, the most expen- 
sive and imposing single memorial in 
the park and so will be worthy of the 
brave men who lie so quietly there 
in the trenches. 

And the site selected—but that is 
further on in the story—we must hur- 
ry on now straight through the park 
to the river front at Pittsburg land- 
ing where the governmental features 
of the park are massed. 

Here is tue Administration building, 
with the offices of the park and a 
large pavilion for speeches and meet- 
ings. A hotel is near for park visitors 
and beyond these more material things, 
stretching out to the high bluffs which 
hang over the river is a great sweep 
of green, green sward dotted over 
thickly with hundreds of markers 
where federal soldiers lie. 

The very first of these white mark- 
ers, set a little apart and with a small 
bed of flowers of its own, bears the 
words: “Henry Burke, Ohio—ll years 
01d.”

An Historic Oak. 

Two or three hund@ged yards away 
from Henry Turner’s grave stood, un- 
til four years since, a small oak under 
which, unable to bear the groans of 
the dead and dying around his camp, 
General Grant stood in the rain all 
night long after the battle of April 
6. Had Albert Sidney Johnston not 
fallen upon the afternoon of that day 
and the confederates been drawn off 
until morning, General Grant would 
have had no time that night to stand 
in the rain under that oak tree! The 
cyclone of four years since swept this 
historic oak away. 

Through the white headstones, over 
the green grass, we go, silently, to the 
high bluff which overhangs Pittsburg 
landing. Very beautiful this view is 
with the federal cannon frowning over 
the precipice in ordered lines. his is 
where thousands of tourists land each 
year, coming by boat from Memphis 
to visit Shiloh National park. 

This was where we wanted to place 
our monument, so that its towering 
beauty might early catch the eye of 
such visitors, but we learned from 
Major Reed—but that, also, is getting 
ahead of my story. 

One of the first things we 4a!4 upon 
entering the park was to go to the 
residence of Major D. W. Reed, of- 
ficially in charge of the park in be- 
half of the government, to pay our 
respects and formally announce to him 
our desire to locate the site for a con- 
federate monument and secure from 
him permission to do so. Major Reed, 
who has been for some time quite 


sented each one of us with the very 
valuable official hand-book of Shiloh 
and opened to us any site which we 
might choose within confederate lines. 


inspection. As our ma- 
chines drew up before Major Reed’s 
house there awaiting us was the most 
delightfully typical confederate group. 
Captain James W. Irwin,- of Savan- 
nah, Tenn., who had served with Gen- 
eral Forrest in 1861-60, and who in 
isv5 began for the United States gov- 
ernment as purchasing agent, securing 
the tracts and parcels of land which 
now make up the park, is typically 
the confederate gentleman and _. =so0l- 
dier in appearance with his long, 
white beard and immaculate black 
broadcloth coat and soft felt hat. 


Her Suggestion. 

With him was Mrs. Irwin, a member 
of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy of Savannah, Tenn. She it 
was who first proposed in March 
1900 that the whole south unite 
building one adequate monument 
Shiloh. 

Mrs. Alexander B. White, in 1906, 
San Francisco, submitted the plan 
the general order and it was then 
adopted, though formal organization 
towards this end was not  accom- 
plished until a later date. 

Captain and Mrs. Irwin were accom- 
panied by several members of the 
chapter at Savannah, Tenn., the near- 
est chapter to the battlefield.

Other Sites Suggested. 

Captain Irwin showed us a beautiful 
knoll opposite Shiloh church, but this 
seemed to us too far from the road 
and amid too many conflicting pi 

The “Hornet's est,” the “Blood 
Pond,” and the “Peach Orchard,” thoug 
names to conjure by as the scene of 
single flerce engagements and terrible 
carnage on either side, would every 
one sidetrack a central monument. 

hen, of course, to be considered was 
that spot around which so much of the 
glory and the grief of Shiloh inevitably 
centers—the Johnston oak under 
whose broad branches passed away 
that great commander whose courage 
and dash gavé the victory of the Sixth 
and whose death compassed the defeat 
of the Seventh. 

Albert Sidney Johnston was shot 
down the slope some hundred yards 
away, but he staggered to this oak and 
leaning against it, there breathed out 
his pure and chivalrous spirit. 

The United States government hag 
marked the spot with the general's 
monument of a central gun on a heavy 
granite base carrying at the four corn- 
ers great piles of cannon balls, and 
with the name “Albert Sidney John- 
ston” across the face of the stone. It 
was a temptation to place our monu- 
ment in that goodly company and yet 
that spot is Johnston’s own and should 
be so preserved. 

And so strong is the persenesty or 
the great commander at Shiloh that 
the confederate monument placed there 
would come inevitably to be another 
Albert Sidney Johnston monument. 
This is not its intention—Johnston’s 
monument is there and is his own and 
the one to be now erected will memori- 


alize not him alone, but every officer

So, last of all the sites we came back ~~ 
to the pointed triangle just a ae pL 
removed from the ates orhood i 
Shiloh school house, at which twor A 
converge and then spring out into 
roads again. Down these four 
all our troops marched on to the bat ‘< 
field of Shiloh, this point being the ~ 
furthest line of our military formation — 
upon the high road. Down these four 
roads eve dy who goes through 
Shiloh National Military park, either 
by land or by way of the river, is sure 
to pass: A monument such as we plan, 
set back far enough from this point to 
be effective and in a broad open space 
surrounded by an even half-circle of 
great oaks, cannot fail to be the cyno- 
sure of all eyes. » 

Our motors drew up on the two 
roads, while the committee saw the 
space stepped off and a confederate 
flag placed in the exact spot which 
seemed to us to fill all the require- 
ments of an ideal site. 

It was with pleasure that we learn- 
ed from Miss Reed, after onr choice 
was made, that this was the very spot 
which Major Reed, with his large 
knowledge of the park and its his- 
tory, had deemed most advantageous 
for our purpose. 

At the very last we went to pay & 
visit of respect at the trenches in 
which our soldiers lie. To see them 
is not dreadful as I had always 
thought of it as being. 

Each trench, in which sleep 300 to 
400 men, is smoothly sodded and fin- 
ished with a concrete coping, studded 
at regular intervals with the cannon 
balls which mowed them down. As 
our vars wheeled round the great ob- 
longs and we rode away, leaving 
them behind in the gathering dusk, I 
felt a great sense of content that the 
dust of those brave men lay close to- 
gether there like that, and I shall 
never be sorry about the trenches any 
more. 

Our beautiful centraf monument, 
with its one word, “Soldiers of the 
Confederate States of America,” will 
give a name to the most nameless, 
and that these boys lle close together 
in orderly disorder is characteristic 
of the battle in which they fell. An 
authority says: “At Shiloh there was 
much dislocation of commands, but 
little loss of effective force. The car- 
nage was so great that commands 
were broken up to be rewelded with 
other forces as by the guidance of 
the moment. 

“Everybody seems to have assumed 
authority to command a junior officer, 
whether a subordinate or not: and. 
as the order was ‘Help me,’ or ‘For- 
ward!’ it was almost always obeyed 
with alacrity. 

“A common enthusftasm fired all 
hearts; a common impulse moved offi- 
cers and men alike. There was not 
much etiquette, but there was terrible 
fighting at Shiloh.” 


In Departing. 


As we fled through the gathering 
darkness, with a palg moon hurrying 
in our wake, we talked softly of the 
great battle which was the confederate . 
“might have been.” 

“Did you know,” said one woman, 
“that General Grant’s presence in com- 
mand at Shiloh was by a mere chance? 
General Halleck, commanding the de- 
partment of the Missouri, was  dis- 
pleased with Grant because he had sent 
a division of troops into General Buell’s 
department at Clarksville and had later 
gone to Nashville to consult with Buell. 
So he suspended Grant from command, 
ordered him to Fort Henry to await 
orders and placed General C, F. Smith 
in command, with orders to proceed 
up the Tennessee river and break the 
confederate line somewhere near Flor- 
ence. 

“Arriving at Savannah, Tenn., Gen- 
eral Smith, itn stepping from a gunboat 
to a yawl, injured his leg so seriously 
that he was soon compelled to relin- 
quish his scommand, and willy-nilly, 
Halleck was obliged to recall Grant.” 


Another Great “If.” 


“Another great ‘if’ in the fortune of 
Shiloh,” said a second woman, with a 
Shiver and a closer tuck to her big 
motor coat, “was that the wound which 
cost General Johnston his life and the 
confederates their victory at Shiloh was 
one which need not have been fatal or 
even serious. 

“He had been struck by balis, more 
or less spent, three times that day, the 
third tearing his boot sole half way 
from his foot. And then late in the aft- 
ernoon a spent ball, from a fleeing foe, 
tore into an artery of his right leg, 
and he bled to death in fifteen min- 
utes. A surgeon with a tourniquet 
could have saved him without question, 
and Dr. D. W. Yandell would have been 
by his side, as was his wont, but for 
the fact that a little while before he 
had been ordered by General Johnston 
to stop at a point where many wound- 
ed were massed to establish a hospital 
and give them care. Many of these 
wounded were federals, of whom the 
peerless commander said of Yandell: 
‘These men were our enemies a mo-- 
ment ago; they are wounded prisoners 
now; take care of them.’ 

“Yandell remonstrated against leav- 
ing him, but Johnston was firm, and 
a few hours later the lack of Yandell’s 
services cost him his life.” 


The Pity of It All. 


“The pity of it all,” said the third 
woman, very low, “is to think what the 
valor of all those brave young fellows 
and their unborn sons would have 
meant to our nation on the peaceful 
battlefield of life! 

“Think of the splendid lives of Amer- 
ican descent cut off short and ended at 
Shiloh,” 

“Poor fellows! They did their ‘duty 
without counting the cost! It behooves 
us to see that their glory at least be 
not extingutshed,” said a fourth wom- 
os. as the lights of Corinth broke into 
view. 
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Day and Night Nursery Is 
Planned for Negro Children 


By Isma Dooly. 

Mary lL. Perceriah, an estimable col- 
ored woman, has established and is di- 
recting a nursery for the care of young 
children of her race whose mothers are 
compelled to work out of their homes. 

The irrational method which holds 
at present in Atlanta by which the ne- 
gro child, the most irresponsible of 
petty offenders, has no place in which 
he can be protected against himself; 
no reformatory, no law to force him 
in the schools provided for him, throws 
him upon the community as a burden, 
a menace. 

Many of these children are under 
school age. They are the children of 
women who must work out all day, 
and who have no one in their impov- 
erished homes with whom they can 
leave their children. 


Home for the Needy Child. 

It is to provide a home for these 
that Mary Perceriah is working. Lt is 
her belief that if these nursery homes 
were Kept up in those parts of the 
cities where large numbers of the 
working population of the colored race 
in Atlanta reside, that there would be 
a reduction of crime among children, 
and that the city would be saved actual 
money loss and the community saved 
many evil influences. 

In a home at 252 Vine street she has 
her first nursery established. There 
are seven children being cared for, day 
and night. Of these, four are being 
paid for by their mothers at the rate 
of $1 per week. Three of the children 


'are not being paid for, as their moth- 


ers cannot afford to do it. These are 


‘eared for by the efforts of twenty col- 


ored women who are helping Mary 
Perceriah with the work of the home.

Has No Background. 


If it has been necessary for the An- 
glo-Saxon child, he of the white race, 
with centuries of civilizatio behind 
him, how much more necessary is it for 
the negro child of the community, who 
has no heritage, yet of olvilization. 

There is ever and anon talk and ser- 
mons, editorials, etc., about the help 
that ought to be accorded negro in 
his onward march, and yet no real 
practical step is taken to help him at 
the one period of his life when he has 
the best chance—that is when he is a 
child. 

The child of the working or neglect- 
ful negro parent is a continuous in- 
fectious infiuence for immorality in the 
community, yet the only thing done 
about him is to make a spectacle of 
him in police court, probably send him 


to the stockade, or dismiss him to go!

He has nowhere to go but the street. 
The nursery where he can be cared for

The Mexican cotton boil weevil may 
be in Georgia now. {¢t is more than 
probable that he has aiready reached 
this state. If he has kept pace with 
his known record, there is no doubt 
about it. 

Last year the weevil stopped in Al- 
abama, 60 miles from the Georgia line. 
He is one of our very best little fliers, 
and when he starts in search of more 
fields and food, he can make 25 to 
50 miles at a clip. So, if he has not 
already crossed the Chattahoochee and 
quietly begun business in some of the 
southwest Georgia counties, he won't 
delay it long. 

And when the 
Georgia, he is coming to stay. It is 
not a case of a desultory visit of one 
year, two or three, but when he gets 
here he will be alwdys with us, and it 
means perpetual fight between the 
Ceorgia farmer and the pest. 

Knowing this, State Entomologist E. 
Lee Worshaw and his department have 


been steadily at work on the problem ; 


for the last six years,

to inform them how best to prepare 


themselves against the coming of this: 


destructive agent. 

If it had .not been for 
strict quarantine regulation, 
weevil would 
long before now. But under Georgia 
laws the shipment into this state from 
boll weevil infested territory of cotton 
seed or any product likely to contain 
the live weevils, is strictly prohibited. 
This law has been energetically en- 
forced through ythe department of en- 
tomology with the result that the wee- 
vil has been kept out until it shall 
reach the state in the natural course of 
its travels. 

The State’s Assistance. 

Extermination of the boll weevile is 
impossible; there is nothing to do but 
fight. 

The state has. from time to time, ap- 
propriated various sums to be expend- 
ed through the state department of 
entomology, for the purpose of con- 
ducting the campaign against the wee- 
vil, and this money has been spent to 
the best advantage, largely in erecting 
fortificatidns along the border where 
the enemy is sure to make its first 
attack. 

This has been done through a Sys- 
tem of education among the farmers, 
chiefly of the southwestern section of 
the state. Bulletins have been issued, 
experiments have been conducted andin 
some twenty-five counties in that sec- 
tion, cotton breeding clubs have been 
organized for the purpose of develop- 
ing under the department’s direction, 
the best and most resistant strains ol 
cotton. 

The legislature which has just ad- 
journed has given the sum of $15,000 | 
for the continuation of this fight, and 
in connection with this appropriation 
Mr. Worsham Says: } 

“Tt is our plan to addi- 
tional cotton breeding during 
the winter and spring in south Georgia 
counties. We want to render the 
greatest service to the greatest possi- 
ble number with the appropriation 
which has been made for this work.”

| SOME WEEVIL FACTS. 


State Entomologist E. Lee Worsham, 
in a prepared statement, presents some 
interesting facts about the boll weevil, 
and the methods which must be pur- 
sued in combatting-~it. 

He says there is no reason for dis- 
couragement or grave alarm, if—we 
fight. 


But it has got to be hard, 
a continuous fight. Each female 
will lay about 300 eggs, which 
comes to maturity withiin fifteen 
to twenty-five days, according to 
the season, and there are about four 
generations each year, so that each 
female may give rise to 12,500,000 
progeny. 

Of the history and methods of com- 
batting the boll weevil Mr. Worsham 
said: 

“This insect made its appearance in 
southwest Texas in 1892 and since that 
time has made an annual advance of ‘50 
to 125 miles eastward. It is now 
southeast Alabama and in all probabil- 
ity will make its uppearande in south- 
west Georgia before the end of the sea- 
son. The boll weevil came from Mexi- 
co and should be called Mexican cotton 
weevil to distinguish it from other 
weevils infesting cotton squares and 
bolls that now occur in South America. 
America. 

“The female deposits her eggs on 
young squares and bolls, preferably the 
former. During early season it does 
not attack mature bolls but when food 
is scarce in late season, bolis are badly 
infested and many larvae or immature 
weevils are found inside of bolls. 

“The egg hatches within a few days 
into larva and the ‘adult develops in- 
side of the square or boll, and gnaws 
its way out. In the early part of the 
season about twenty-five days are re- 
quired for complete life cycle, but later 
only about fifteen to seventeen are 
necessary. As a rule adult weevils 
do not live. very long, but the United 
States bureau of entomology reports a 
few specimens that lived a little more 
than eleven months. 

“The boll weevil is known to feed on 
other plants in addition to the cotton 
plant. This.plant is a species of Thur- 
beria, found growing wild in Arizona.

TEXAS AIDED BY DROUTH. 

“The drouth has aided Texas for sev- 
eral years in cotton production. With 
the exception of southern and eastern 
Texas conditions in that-state are en- 


tirely different from what they are 


everywhere else. Reports show that 
because of drouth Texas has been un- 
able to make a corn crop for several 
years. The cotton-growing area in 
Texas has shifted to sections where it 
has been too hot’‘and too dry for wee- 
vils to exist. The dry conditions over 
the entire state, combined with in- 
creased area in cotton in sectiong 
where the weevil cannot’ éxist has 
made Texas’ big cotton crops possible. 
With a normal season, it is claimed by 
Dr. W. D. Hunter, who has conducted 
boll weevil investigations for the gov- 


ernment, the weevil could do just as: 


much damage there as ever. Conditions 
in Texas, however, cannot be compared 


to conditions in Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama and Georgia and other states. 

“The boll weevil travels by means 
of its wings, and can easily fly 25 to 
50 miles at a single flight. The only 
reason for traveling is its search for 
food. If food is scarce, it will travel 
a greater distance. The advance last 
year toward Georgia was about 100 
miles, and it camped for winter within 
50 miles of the Georgia line. It may 
or may not get over the line this sea- 
son, but there is every reason to ex- 
pect tt before frost. 


WEEVIL COMING TO STAY. 


“Bouthern and southeastern Texas 
are more nearly like Georgia than most 
any other section of the south where 
the weevil has occurred for a long pe- 
riod of time. The weevil has never 
disappeared from those sectionsof Tex- 
as, and unless strenuous efforts were 
made to fight this pest, cotton could 


not be grown profitably. When the 
boll weevil strikes Georgia, it is com- 
ing to stay. 


THE DAMAGE DONE. 


“The greatest damage by the weevil 
jis in Louisiana and Mississippi. Before 
ithe boli weevil arrived in Loutsiana in 
1907 that state made 987,779 bales of 
ccetton; three years later she produced 
254,000 bales, due to pregence of weevil. 
Mississippi in 1908 profluced 1,655,945 
bales, and in 1910 produced 1,262,000.

is thought that it will produce 8,000 
bales in 1918. Point Coupee Parrish 
formerly produced 60,000 bales; in 1913 
it will prebably make 5,000 bales.

NO REASON FOR PANIC HERE. 


“In many places the weevil has pro- 
duced a condition akin to a panic, be- 
cause of demoralization of labor and 
business generally. But there ts no 
reason for such conditions in Georgia, 
if the growers will take advantage of 
the experience of others. : 

“The fafmers, in infested areas, have 
demvunstrated that cotton can be grown 
successfully under boll weevil condi- 
tions. It will be at least two or three 
tyears before the weevil covers enough 
territory in Georgia to do a great deal 
of damage. If our farmers begin now, 
they can prevent, to a large degree, the 
usual demoralization and depreciaticn 
fof land values, Georgia, and particu- 
lar south. Ger a, ig.one of the finest 
agricultural sections of America: no 
éther section of the country can grow 
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will suffer most. The man that makes 
| up his mind to live at home ts the man 
| who will suffer least under weevil con- 
| ditions. Diversification and reduction 
in acreage are the words. 


BOLL WEEVIL CONTROL. 


“There is no such thing as exterm!- 
nation of boll weevil. The United 
, States bureau of entomelogy has ex- 
perimented with every method on 
earth, used in insect control, and they 
are of the opinion that it is not prac- 
oes pye- to apply poisons of any kind 
and obtain satisfactory results. 

“The principal methods resorted te 
in weevil control are as follows: 

“First. -plant early maturing varti- 
eties. The growers in boll weevil 
areas who are growing cotton success- 
fully, plant early and make it a prac- 
tice to plant early-maturing varieties. 
In this way they take advantage of 
the small number of weevils that pass 
carough the winter successfully. and 
their late emergence from winter quar- 
ters. The best pa is to prepar the 
soil early, fertilize and cultiva in 
‘such a way that cotton will fruit 
rapidly. e weevils will not’ at- 
| tack mature bolis in their early sea- 
/ son. e farmer should plan 
, most prolific early-maturin 
he can obtain. By early plantin 
mean as early as is reasonably safe. 
Too early is as dangerous as too late. 

“Second, hand-picking of weevils 
and infested squares. The boll wee- 
vils begin to emerge from winter quar- 
ters very early in Spring. sometimes 
as early as Febru or roh. They 
| feed, to some extent. on young cotton, 
'but have never been known injure 
lcotton in this way. They are simply 
{waiting for the powne square to ap- 
|pear. They should be carefully remov- 
ed by hand. Every leaf 
, turned over and examined for weevils. 
| Mr. G. D. Smith, of the Delta labora- 
_tory, United States bureau of entomo!- 
,Ogy, Tallulah, La., says that the best 
time to begin picking is about 10 days 
| before the eqveres begin to form, be- 
cause about 90 per cent of the weevils 
die before this time Many 
pay 26c per hundred for w 
hey say that the only way to get re- 
sults is for owners 3... sup tendents 
to personally supe ‘wr picking, to 
see that every weevil is picked off. 
If weevils are carefully picked and in- 
fested squares picked, producti 
be obtained un about August 15, and 
the cotton crop must be matured 
this date. Weevils will come from 
elsewhere and destroy practically every 
square that appears r this time. 

“In order to give the parasites that 
prey on boll weevils, the chance to de- 
velop, it is an excellent idea to place 
oeeres which have been collected, into 
wire cages so that the parasites will 
have a chance to develop and escape. 


DESTRUCTION OF STALKS. 


“Cotton should be harvested rapid! 
and stalks plowed under or pulled go 
and burned anaes the weevil seeks 
winter quarters. nless this is pruc- 
ticed, other methods will avail but lit- 
tle. The soil needs the vegetable mat- 
ter, and it will be best for Georgia 
' farmers to cut stalks by means of stalk 
choppers and plow under immediately. 
The ground should afterwards be har- 
rowed or dragged to make it still more 
difficult for weevils to escape. 

“Black roct of sotton makes the 
weevil problem more serious for Ala- 
bama, Georgia and South Carolina. 

“Black root or wilt in some sections 
of the south is more serious than boll 
weevil. It is a fungus disease in soil 
and new occurs in 81 counties in Geor- 
gia. It is worse in the low sandy soils. 

“The state for several years has 
mads appropriations to the department 
of entomology for fighting this dis- 
ease, and splendid results have been 
obtained. 

“The disease can be controlled by 
proper rotation and the growing cf 
resistant varieties developed by the 
department of entomology and United 
States bureau of plant industry. As 
this disease is very serious in the 
southwestern part of the state, our ef- 
forts have been concentrated on that 
section so as to get it under control 
before the weevil becomes a problem. 

“Many farmers in south Georgia are 
now growing the resistant varieties: 
they not only resist black root, but are 
prolific. They will produce from one 
to two bales per acre where cerdinary 
cotton cannot be grown. Millions of 
dollars have been saved to the state 
through this work. 

“We are constantly improving these 
varieties through selection and cross- 
breeding. The work is conducted in 
different places in sevuth Georgia on 
such farms as those of Colonel M. B. 
Council, Americus; Ed Howell, Vienna: 
J. B. Wight, Cairo; J. F. Humber, 
Lumpkin. 


WORKING ON NEW VARIETIES. 


“The points on which we are work- 
ing just now are to make these varie- 
ties better in every way, such as in- 
creased yield, better fiber, resistance 
to boll rot or anthracnose, and nema- 
tode. It is not generally known, but 
nematode or root knot Is a most seri- 
ous pest on roots of cotton. It is a 
small parasitic worm that attacks a 
large variety of plants and particularly 
ordinary cowpeas. It is unwise tg plant 
eotton after urdinary varieties of cow- 
peas except the Iron or Brabham, 
which are resistant to nematode. 
“Since sea island cotton, which is 

well adapted to certain parts of 
matures so late, it will be 
impossible to grow it under boll 
weevil conditions. The department of 
entomology has succeeded in develop- 
ing a variety by crossing Egyptian 
long staple with the Dixie variety. 
The result is a long staple upland 
type, with fiber about 1% to 1% 
inches. It is very resistant to wilt, 
prolific, and can be grown success- 
fully throughout most sections of the 
state. It is worth about 20c per 
pound. Some of this cotton was car- 
ried to sections itn Mississippi heavily 
infested with boll weevil, and inspec- 
tion] ast week by the Georgia boll 
weevil party showed it was making 4 
good crop in spite of weevil. 

“It is our plan to get in touch with 
staple cotton promises to be as early 
as any cotton now grown, is prolific, 
and will be ideal for boll weevil, and 
black root conditions. 

“One of the selections of short 
with some of the wilt-resistant see: 
just many cotton growers in soutli- 
weat Georgia as possible, supply them 
with some of the wilt-resitsant seed 
and assist them in every way to get 
wilt under control before bol] weevil 
problem becomes serious, and show 
how they can grow cotton success- 
fully in spite of both of these pests. 

“To grow cotton under boll weevil 
conditions nothing is more important 
than seed selection. The farmer 
wants to propagate seed from that 
stalk which will mature the most cot- 
ton early in the season, and will have 
a tendency to resist disease. Every 
farmer should select his own cotton 
and keep it up to a high standard. 
The state board of entomology has 
organized cotton breeders’ clubs in 
each of the Southwest Georgia coun- 
ties and supplied the members with 
the best seed It was able to develop. 
At present we are visiting these clubs 
and showing the growers right in the. 
field exactly how to select their cot- 
ton.

This 
deadly silence was appalling. So 
solemn was it, so impressive, that the 
buzz and rattle of our motor-car seem- 
ed an unwarrantable intrusion, an in- 
decent disregard of this reverent still- 
ness which lay like a pall over and 
round the ruins of humanity. It was 
this grim hush and the tall clouds of 
smoke which rose here and there over 
the country-side from smouldering 
buildings which cast a chill into our 
hearts as we gazed round at the glori- 
ous panorama of the weald.

Individuals merged into groups, 
groups into crowds, crowds into a uni- 
versal phenomenon which one soon 
accepted as the inevitable detail of 
every scene. Only here and there, 
where some particularly brutal or 
grotesque incident caught the atten- 
tion, did the mind come back with a 
sudden shock to the personal and hu- 
man meaning of it all.

On the other two very ragged 
tramps, a-man and a woman, lay where 
they had fallen, the man with hls long, 
thin arm outstretched, even as he had 
asked for alms in his lifetime. One 
{instant of time had put aristocrat, wai*- 
er, tramp and dog upon one common 
footing of inert and dissolving pro- 
toplasm. 

I remember another singular 
ture some miles on the London side 
of Sevenoaks. There is a large con- 
vent upon the left with a long, green 
slope in front of it.

The two 
normal colleges in north and middle 
Georgia were overflowing with stu- 
dents, and the

thing had to be done. Hon. W. lL. 
Converse and Hon. C. R. Ashley, then 
representatives from Lowndes county, 
demonstrated this fact so conclusively 
that the legislature decided to make a 
start, though the straightened condi- 
tion of the state treasury would not 
permit much at the time. As one mem- 
ber of the legislature said, “We will 
make a start; future legislatures will 
develop and enlarge our beginning ac- 
cording to their ability.” 5So the gener- 
al assembly appropriated $30,000 for a 
building and equipment on condition 
*hat the city of Valdosta provide a 
campus of 50 acres for the college. 

The college was fortunate from the 
start in that the board of trustees 
consisted of broad-minded business 
men, most of whom had served on 
boards of other educational institu- 
tions. The board was fortunate in 
having at their service from the start 
the sound professional judgement of 
Chancellor D. C. Barrow, of the unt{- 
versity, and of State Superintendent M. 
L..* Brittain. ' 


THE SITE IDEAL. 


When the board met to select a site 
for the college, the city of Valdosta 
showed at once that it meant business. 
Several sites were offered. The board 
preferred one facing the principal resi- 
dence street of the city and ideal in 
every way. This tract contained 60 
acres, and was worth two or three 
times as much as any other place of- 
fered; but there was no hesitation. The 
city gave the site and began at once, at 
the cost of $20,000 the construction of 
a sewer to serve the institution. “The 
best we can give is none too good,” 
was the motto of the city. 

As soon as the site was secured the 
board proceeded to elect a president of 
the institution, who should be their 
responsible advisor from the _ begin- 
ning. They selected a native of south 
Georgia, who after several years of 
university training had held important 
positions in two of the best normal col- 
leges in the west, had served three 
years as the head of an important de- 
partment in one of Georgia's normal 
colleges, and was at the time of his 
election a state superisor of rural 
schools for Georgia. After securing 
the president to advise as to the gen- 
eral devolpment of the institution, they 
proceeded to select an architect to 
realize their plans in buildings and 
equipment. They instituted a contest 
and selected what they regarded the 
pest suggestive plan offered. It has 
been described by competent judges 
as one of the best general plans for 
a college in America.

THE BUILDING. 


The city again met the situation. It 
added $25,000 to the $80,000 of the atate 
and made a dormitory possible.

It is 
only two stories high, thus  dotng 
away with the necessity of girls climb- 
ing high stairs; it is provided with 
three interior stairways and one ex- 
terior, thus avoiding all personal dan- 
ger from fire. It is also equipped with 
stand pipe and fire hose. 

It has screens in all dormitory, @in- 
ing rvom and kitchen windows and has 
abundant perfectly pure artesian 
water, hot and cold, in every room. It 
has ample bath rooms and every other 
requirement of the most exacting 
standards of sanitation. Pverything 
possible has been done for the health 
and safety of students. There its no 
more healthful place anywhere. 

In both class rooms and living rooms 
the furniture ts of the strongest and 
simplest design, meeting alike the re- 
quirements of comfort, use and beauty. 
The building and all its equipment are 
built to stay—no frills, fuss or fads, but 
everything suitable to the beginning of 
a great, permanent institution of a 
great state. 


PROVISION FOR TEACHING. 


So liberally had the city of Valdosta 
co-operated with the state in the mat- 
ter of a college pliant, and in such a 
satisfactvry way was the board carry- 
ing out the beginnings of a noble state 
college, the general assembly In 1912 
appropriated a maintenance sufficient 
to establish the work on a permanent 
basis. 

As soon as this appropriation had 
been passed the board instructed the 
president to proceed to secure a facul- 
ty. The order was: “Get the strongest 
you can find for the money available. 
Get the people at the start that you 
expect to head departments when the 
college is full grown. Consider -char- 
acter first and scholarship and suc- 
cessful experience as equal factors.” 
These instructions were scrupulously 
earried out. The faculty is composed 
of as strong a group of teachers as 
were ever assembled in any school in 
the south. 

And so the college was ready to be- 
gin work. January, 1913, was the time 
set for the doors to open. Owing, how- 
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ever, to an unprecedented year of rain 
in south Georgia, the building was not 
nearly complete. But when the day 
and the hour to open came, the college 
opened. The carpenters and pipe fitters 
ceased to hammer for an hour while 
the school was formally dedicated. The 
governor-elect (now governor) and the 
chancellor of the university made the 
addresses of the occasion. Several 
prominent friends added words of 
good cheer and God-speed. 

And a new college was open. Work 
began at once. In_ spite of the fact 
that the school started in the middle 
of the school vear, and that the build- 
ing was far from finished, there was a 
very satisfactory number of students. 
The dormitory was about half filled. 
A finer group of students-it would be 
hard to find. 

The work of this first term was very 
valuable as a kind of “try-out” of the 
organization, and amply justified the 
wisdom of the board in opening the 
middle of the year. 

The real opening of the college has 
just taken place. The dormitory space 
was all filled. A number of students 
found places in the homes of relatives 
in Valdosta, and still others could not 
come because they could not be given 
a place in the dormitory, and their 
parents: were not willing to have them 
board in private families. 

The president has already opened 
negotiations for two or three large 
houses near the college that may be 
available next fall, to take care of the 
great overflow that is certain to come. 
But even this can serve the needs of 
the institution only tempararily. An- 
other dormitory that can serve 1590 
students is an urgent need of the in- 
stitution—an urgent need of south 
Georgia, whose daughters would fill it 
as soon as it could be built. 


THE ORGANIZATION. 


The organization of the college is 
along the most approved lines of mod- 
ern educational institutions for young 
women. It is one school with many 
lines of activity. The plan is to work 
out a broad, useful, cultural education, 
emphasizing in any individual case 
those lines of culture that the student 
most needs. A young lady may work 
out her course along literary and 
artistic lines, or along scientific lines.

She may take the normal course or put 
the emphasis on household economics 
and industries; or she may study gar- 
dening, dairying or poultry husbandry. 
And all these lines of activity are so 
worked out as to result in oulture and 
usefulness. 

In all aspects of the work, character 
is stressed as the most important 
thing in the college. The ideal is: No- 
ble, true and beautiful womanhood. 

Besides the furniture described above 
and the excellent beginnings of a li- 
brary, laboratories, etc., usually found 
in colleges, this college is unusually 
well equipped in several respects de- 
manded by the more modern develop- 
ments of education. 

As the college. is founded largely 
for the training of teachers, there has 
been provided a training school the 
equal of the best In the country, man- 
ned with the most skillful experts 
that could be secured. Here students 
see the best methods of teaching de- 
veloped, and here seniors do actual 
teaching under expert supervision. 

Home-makirg is the chief work of 
woman. The domestic science labora- 
tory is as nearly complete as it could 
be made. It is not as large as the 
largest in the country, but it is as good 
as the best. 

Ample school gardens are provided 
for the teaching of nature study, ele- 
mentary agriculture, etc., and the farm 
not only produces milk, eggs, vegeta- 
bles and other foods for the students, 
but it illustrates the best methods in 
agriculture, poultry culture and dairy- 
ing. 

This college, so admirably begun, is 
a source of pride to the whole state. 
It has made a most encouraging rec- 
ord so far, and has already command- 
ed the respect of the whole state. Every 
section of the state is already repre- 
sented in the student body. The insti- 
tution, even with its unfortunate lim- 
itations in dormitory facilities, is do- 
ing a notable work. It deserves every 
encouragement. Let it grow.

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Black Birds’ Good Work. 


(From The Goshen News-Times.) 

Charles Bryner, welt known in Elkhart 
Ind., says “spare the blackbirds’ His 
reasons are that during the fall of 1912 he 
noticed swarms of biackbirds in his 
corn field and took eve pains to watch 
their moves to see whether they were de- 
stroying corn or bud worms. Invariably they 
destroyed the latter by the hundreds, as 
he could see them light on the ends of 
the ears of corn and very soon the bird 
would extract a bud worm, one of the great- 
est menaces to the corn crops of this coun- 


a was but a few years ago that these 
worms worked only on the sweet oorn in 
this latitude, but now it is a common occur- 
rence to see whole fields affected of the 
common variety of corn. 

In the southern states the bud worm is 
one of the greatest pests on growing corn, 
and after corn maturos, south of middle 
yeorgia, the corn weevil destroys the hard 
grain. Unless corn is slip-shucked, farmers 
are unable to keep corn later than June the 
following summer. 

These corn pests are gradually segs ees 
north and it stands every farmer in han 
to guard every natural friend to his grow- 
ing crops. If the experience of such ob- 
serving farmers as Mr. Bryner insists 
that the old-fashioned blackbird is the 
farmer’s best friend and deadlies enemy to 
the greatest pests, the bud worm, the evi- 
dence must be accepted. Our legislature 
declared last winter that the blackbird could 
be killed in the cities where they were a 
nuisance, owing to their seeking the cities 
as their roosting places, but ar in mind 
that after October 1, 1918, they are protected 
a migratory song birds end the strong arm 
of the government of the United States is 
back of them.

Eight hundred thousand dollars represents expenditures to date on the 
Hurt Building, which opens for occu'pancy October 1. Probably a million 
dollars more will be required for the second (the eastward) section of the 
structure to be erected later. 

Safety and convenience have been the principles dominating the plans 
for this latest of homes for business ho uses. Convenience of the public is ap- 
parent at the first view of the building.

No mice can Jive in the Hurt Building, and all 
floors can be thoroughly sterilized each night by the force of janitors main- 
tained. 

PRACTICALLY NO FIRE DANGER. 

The only fire danger in the Hurt Building would be in the case of some 
tenant’s furniture burning and in the remote contingency the doors could be 
closed and the fire would burn out without disturbing the next office. All 
glass in the building is wired and above the eleventh floor all window and 
door sashes and frames are of steel. Elsewhere they are of asbestos which, 
before acceptance, has been subjected to fire from a plumber’s torch under 
high pressure. : 

The elevators are encased in wired glass and no fire could be communi- 
cated from one floor to another, and the elevator shait is so constructed 
that it could not act as a chimney and lead a fire should one start. Through- 
out every precaution has been taken to have a fire automatically starve itself 
for want of combustible material if anything in the structure should ever be- 
come ignited. 

Not a wire will be in sight throughout the building.,.«As.theowalls-arose 
wires were set and wall plugs are provided at levels below the tops of desks 
for lights, telephones and telegraph call boxes.

Approximately $75,000 worth of ele 
vators have been placed in the new 
Hurt building by Mr. Hoffman and as 
many more are to be installed in thr 
other half of the building not 
erected. Six cars are now ready 
use. Within four years the 
direct traction elevator has 
veloped to a point where it is possible, 
as far as the lift service is concerned, 
to erect office buildings without limit 


to the heighth. 

In the Hurt buildine the elevators 
are operated by cables attached to the 
car and drawn up over a sheave on the 
end of the armature shaft. Practicallv 
all the machinery is within the

Irish Lace 


VERYONE has some of this 
lovely lace, but not everyone 
knows the correct way to “do 

it up,’ consequently keen disappoint- 
ment is felt when a large collar shrinks 
to a small one in the ordinary process 
of washing, starching and ironing. 
The first step in laundering anythinx 
is to remove the spots, whether mildew, 
iron rust, chocolate or any other equal- 
ly stubborn stain. For those mentioned 
a dime’s worth of oxalic acid dissolved 
in a pint of water is very efficacious 
rubbed gently into the spots, which 
when they have disappeared should be 
thoroughly rinsed, as oxalic acid is 
very strong and if left on any fabric 
will eat it. The solution if kept in a 
cool place will keep for a long while 
without deteriorating. The foregoing 
of course is applicable to any white 
lace or fabric, colors it is likely to 
bleach. However all! Irish lace is white, 
unless dyed, and the former only is 
under consideration.

Now assuming that there is a Ppar- 
ticular piece, a collar, for instance, to 
be laundered, whatever stains it had 
have been removed. We look at it 
with an appraising eye, to decide which 
class it belongs to—the slightly soiled, 
the soiled or the very soiled. This col- 
lar, we will say, belongs to the second. 
which means it must soak from twelve 
to twenty-four hours in ammonia water, 
one tablespoonful to the pint, so as to 
loosen the dirt. The first class needs no 
soaking, while the third requires two or 
three days. Now the collar has soaked 
twelve hours and is ready to be washed. 
Soft soap is the correct thing to use, 
a good white soap such as castile or 
ivory shaved fine, dissolved in just 
enough water to boil it with a pinch 
of salt added. This takes from five to 
ten minutes according to the fineness 
of the shavings. It would be a good 
idea to make up this soap and bottle 
it so as to have it when desired. But 
in this instance we haven't it so we 
take the cake of seap and make a 
lather of it in a basin of warm water 
then put the collar in and squeeze it 
gently. After several squeezings the 
collar is clean except around the edge 
of the neck, which is always the most 
soiled place. By rubbing a little soap 
directly on it and rubbing it gently, 
the soil disappears. After rinsing the 
collar until there isn’t a trace of soap 
left, it is ready to be blued, which is 
done very sparingly, only enough to 
give it a nice white color. Now the 
collar is hung up to dry. 
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In the meantime we are preparing 
gum arabic water, ten cents’ worth to 
the pint. Crush the lumps as fine as 
possible, it facilitates their dissolving, 
and boil till dissolved. Stirring hastens 
matters as well as prevents the lumps 
from sticking to the pan. When cool 
strain through a clean linen to remove 
all sediment. The gum arabic water will 
keep without deterioration in a cool 
place for a long time, and if you dip 
in it only dry lace it won’t lose its 
strength, and the lace will take up the 
gum arabic much more quickly. Now 
that the collar ig dry soak it in the 
gum arabic water from ten to twenty 
minutes, after which take it out and 
lay it on a flat board such as a bread 
or drawing board, covered smoothly by 
a plece of clean white muslin. Lay the 
collar flat and pin at the edge in 
every picot, pinning the neck first, then 
deciding how deep the collar shall be 
made, for Irish and particularly Baby 
Irish can be stretched several inches 
according to the size of the collar. 
Pin the center back the desired depth 
and work forward. After Placing the 
last pin press the roses, shamrocks and 
other large motifs in shape with the 
fingers, then cover with a muslin cloth 
and let dry. In regard to the Pins of 
course use only thé very best ones, for 
inferior pins rust. 

When dry remove the pins and behold 
a collar which is as good looking if 
not better looking than when new. The 
same treatment may be given indefinite- 
ly to the finest bit of Baby Trish with
